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YONJUGAL Infidelity is become ſo 
general that it is hardly conſidered as 
ordinal ; eſpecially in the faſhionable world. 
Senſible of the conſequences reſulting from 
illicit love, a Right Reverend Prelate has 


endeavoured to introduce a new law, for the 


puniſhment of thoſe who are convicted of 
Adultery ; his intention was praiſe-worthy, 
though perhaps a better act than he pro- 
poſed, might poſſibly have been framed. 
It however paſſed the Houſe of Lords, but 
it did not meet with the concurrence of the 
Lower Houſe. It is indeed a difficult mat- 
ter to deter thoſe of an abandoned diſpoſi- 
tion, from the commiſſion of crimes where 
the puniſhment is trivial: a ſeparation is 


generally the worſt conſequence that can 


enſue in adulterous caſes, and that is but 
too often what the offending parties de- 
voutly wiſh. This publication may perhaps 
effect what the law cannot: the tranſactions 
of the adulterer and the adultereſs will, by 
being thus publickly' circulated, preſerve 
others from the like crimes, from the fear 
of ſhame, when the fear of puniſhment 
may have but little force. |

It requires little or no apology for the 
publication of theſe trials. It may, per- 
haps, (as already obſerved) deter the waver- 
ing wanton from the completion of her 
wiſhes; it may be of ſervice to the practi- 
cers in the law, as they may have recourſe 
to theſe trials for information, which wil!

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4 Tord Abergavenny, againſt 


often, and ſtaid there ſometimes a week 


together; that he lived from his Lord- 
ſhip's houſe about ſeven miles.

her fellow-ſervant, Elizabeth Letchmore, 
and that ſhe told no other ſervant of it. 
Being aſked, how it came to paſs when 
ſhe ſaw ſo notorious a fact, that ſhe did 
not diſcover it preſently to her Lord ? 
replied, that ſhe dared not open ſuch a 


thing to his Lordſhip, till her Lord aſked 
her about it.

one quarter or half ſhut too, that ſhe had. 
obſcrved this ſeveral times very plainly. 
Being aſked, how long after he hath kiſſed 
her Lady, that ſhe hath obſerved the 
window-ſhutters to be put too ? replied, 
about a quarter of an hour. Being aſked, 
whether theſe obſervations were made in 
town ? ſhe replied, Yes. 


William Smith, depoſed, That being 
porter to my Lord Abergavenny, he was 
ordered by his Lady, whenever Mr. Lyd- 
del came to admit him; that ſhe would 
not be at home when Mr, Lyddel was 
there; but when Mr. Lyddel was gone, 
his Lady would be at home to any body 
that came; that Mr. Lyddel was always 
admitted, and that was his direction. 
That when Mr. Lyddel hath been at his 
Lordſhip's, his Lordſhip and he have gone

out together, and he hath returned again 
before him, and gone to bis Lady's apart- 
ment. That Mr. Lyddel and a gentle- 
man have dined together with his Lady, 
went out together, and Mr. Lyddel has 
returned again and ſtaid with his Lady 
two hours; that when he came, he uſed 
to aſk him, whether his Lady was at 
home ; and if- the footman hath been out 
of the way, he hath waited upon him 
himſelf to his Lady's apartment ; that he 
was always admitted ; when his Lord was 
at home, he would go to his Lordſhip's 
apartment, and afterwards from his Lord- 
ſhip's to his Lady's.

could bear the diſcovery of it ? that this 


deponent propoſed the method of the diſ- 


covery, which his Lordſhip approved of,

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The council for the defendant acknow- 
ledged, that a verdict ought to be given 
againſt the defendant, but uſed divers ar- 
guments for mitigation of the damages ; 
as that the damages ought to be propor- 
tioned to the- circumſtances of the perſon 
offending ; that it lies before the jury to 
give more or leſs, according to the cir- 
cumſtances. That the defendant's eſtate, 
is only an eſtate for life, and under great 
incumbrances. Another argument was 
offered, that this action was not laid for 
an aſſault in debauching the plaintiff's 
Lady, but for deſtroying the health, ſatis- 
faction, and comfort of the plaintiff ; that 
from the time the fact was committed, to 
the time of her death, was ſo ſhort, that 
the injury his Lordſhip ſuſtained in his 
health could not be very great. Another 
argument was, the Lady's coming into Mr. 
Lyddel's chamber, by which means ſhe 
became a temptation to him, and was a 
temptation hard to be reſiſted; that this 
fact between Mr. Lyddel and the Lady, 
might have been as well prevented as diſ- 
covered, if they had thought fit, but that 
1i 2 it 
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it ſeemed as if an agreement was made to 
lay a ſnare and temptation to draw him, 
into a criminal action. Another argument 
was, that his preſent affliction is a great 
puniſhment to him; and that even the 
witneſſes for the plaintiff ſay, that he 
thought himſelf the moſt miſerable wretch 
living; and if fo, then what muſt his 
affliction be now? that he ought to be 
conſidered as a very unfortunate and un- 
happy perſon, upon which account there 
is no reaſon to charge ſo much damages, 
as to be the total ruin of him who is 
miſerable enough already, 


Several lords and gentlemen appeared to 
his reputation, who gave him the charac- 
ter of a very civil, modeſt, well-bred gen- 
tleman, and could never have thought he 
would have been guilty of any thing of 
this nature. There were feveral mortgage 
deeds produced in court, upon the eſtate 
of the defendant, amounting to eleven 
thouſand pounds. 


The council for the plaintiff in their 
reply urged, that the damage ought not to 
f...... 
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be calculated from the time the fact was 
committed to his Lady's death, the con- 
ſideration of the damages ought to regard 
futurity; that when once the ties of 
mutual love are broken, they can never be 
repaired ; and if they had not been de- 
tected, they might have gone on with 
impunity. As to the plea made uſe of, 
that his eſtate is not capable of paying 
large damages; a caſe was mentioned of a 
footman, for the like crime, who was 
fined five thouſand pounds : for it is but 
reaſonable, if a perſon deſtroys the hap- 
pineſs of another, his happineſs ought to 
be diſturbed as long as he lives. There is 
a ſtanding law againſt adultery, the adul- 
treſs and adulterer too are to be put to 
death. There is nothing here can make 
ſatisfaction, but a pecuniary puniſhment. 


Upon the whole, the jury withdrew, 
and after a ſhort ſtay, brought in their 
verdict for the plaintiff, ten thouſand” 
pounds damages,

terwards the lady grew very ill, the de- 
fendant oppoſed ſending for Sir Edward 
Hulſe, and after mentioning ſeveral other 
circumſtances in the opening, which we 
here omit, and which will occur in the 
following minutes of the examination of 
the witneſſes; they proceeded in their 
evidence ſor the plaintiff. 


Anne PEELING, ſworn. 


> Said ſhe was chambermaid at the plain- 
tiff's in Foſter- lane, Cheapfide, and lived 
there about two years paſt; that her miſ- 
treſs was ſubject to miſcarriages, and had, 
in that time, miſcarried twice or thrice, 
the laſt of which was in July or Auguſt 
laſt.— That on thoſe occaſions ſhe had 
been formerly attended by Dr. Douglas, 
who was out of the way the laſt time,

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gentleman, and afterwards Dr. Morley, 
were called in; that he uſed from that 
time to frequent Mr. Biker's houſe, and 
the families became acquainted and inti- 
mate; and uſed to dine, but oftner to ſup 
together that the doctor and Mrs. Biker 
uſed to be together, without other com- 
pany, often in a bed- chamber, for ſeveral 
hours together: that about the latter end 
of March laſt, or beginning of April, he 
came alone about eight o'clock in the eve- 
ning, and aſked for the plaintiff, who 
was not at home; he then aſked for Mrs. 
Biker, who was at home ; he aſked if ſhe 
had any company with her; was told no; 
that he went in-—they were in the dining 
room together-—that between that time 
and nine o'clock, one or other of them 
opened and ſhut the dining-room door 
ſeveral times, as if they had a mind to 
liſten or know if the ſervants were liſten- 
ing ;—that at nine, Mrs. Biker uſed to 
take milk-porridge for ſupper ; and at 
that hour that evening, called to the 
cook not to ſend it in, 'till ſhe called for 
; Which ſhe did upon the doctor's going

away, about half an hour after being 
aſked as to the 18th of April, this wit- 


' neſs went on to ſay, that on that day, be- 


ing Saturday, her miſtreſs did not dine at 
home ; her maſter weat into the country 
in the morning, and Mrs. Biker was to 
go out in her chariot; that ſhe did go 
out to the ſhops in her chariot, between 


ten and eleven, and returned home about 


twelve, or a little after, and went out 
again alone and on foot, about a quarter 


before two. This witneſs could not ſay 


what cloaths her miſtreſs went out in be- 
fore noon, but did obſerve, that ſhe went 
out on foot in an undreſs, a yellow night- 
gown, and black velvet mantelet ; that 
ſhe returned about eight in the evening ; 
that they, the ſervants, had believed ſhe 
dined at Dr. Morley's—that upon her 
coming 1n at, eight, the witneſs obſerved 
nothing about her dreſs ; that ſhe came 
into the kitchen, and looked in a looking- 
glaſs there, adjuſted her head-cloaths by it, 
and ſaid, ſhe thought the wind had almoſt 
blown her cap off ;—that. about three 
or four minutes before Mrs. Biker re- 


turned 


8 J. G. Biker, againſt 
turned home in the evening, Dr. Morley's 
boy had called to give Mrs. Morley's 
ſervice, and to deſire Mrs. Biker to ſup 
with her ;—that Dr. Morley came to Mr. 
Biker's houſe twice on Monday ; that Mr. 
Biker did not return from the country 
till Tueſday, and before he came, on 
Tueſday, Dr. Motley had been there ;— 
being aſked whether this witneſs uſed to 
be ſent out when the doctor and her miſ- 
treſs were together, ſhe ſaid ſhe had been 
ſeveral times. 

She proceeded (being examined) to 
give an account, that in that week after 
Mr. Biker's return, Mrs. Biker grew 
very ill, and Sir Edward Hulſe was ſent 
for on the Thurſday or Friday; as ſhe be- 
lieves Dr. Motley propoſed it; that on 
Friday Mrs. Biker was in bed in her bed- 
chamber, Dr. Morley was with her, ſtand- 


ing by the bedſide; and as he felt her 
pulſe, ſhe ſaid, Oh! doctor, my conſcience ; 
he put away her hand, and ſaid, pray, ma- 
dam, do not ſpeak of it; to which ſhe 
replied; I muſt.

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This witneſs being croſs- examined, did 
ſay, that ſhe ſtood by the bed during this 
laſt converſation; that ſhe was not ordered 
to go out of the room; that her miſtreſs 
had been very ill then; and had been bliſ- 
tered; —that ſhe, this witneſs, had not 


obſerved Mrs. Biker's head to be diſor- 


dered; that ſhe had ſate up with her on 
Wedneſday night, but believes not on 
Thurſday night that ſhe did not obſerve 
any alteration. or, confuſion in the doctor, 
on Mrs, Biker's ſaying, Oh! my:conſcignce, 
&c.—that ſhe believes the, milk-porridge 
was preſcribed to her miſtreſs for her ſup; 
pers, by Dr. Morley ;. that her ſtomach 


was weak, and not able to bear ſuppers of 


fleſh· meats did not know that Mrs. Bi- 
ker had any preternatural diſorders z can- 
not ſay that ſhe had diſorders which re- 
quired the aid of a phyſician being exa- 
mined as to ſuſpecting her miſtceſs; &c. 
ſhe ſaid, ſhe and her fellow ſervants took 
notice of the opening and ſhutting of the 
dining: room door, becauſe it was un- 
uſual ;—ſhe does not know whether they 
had reaſon to ſuſpect that the doctor had

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any intention to corrupt her; but he uſed 
to come often, and aſk for Mr. Biker, and 
if he was at home, the defendant came in 
— ſhe cannot ſay, that ſhe heard the plain-

This witneſs is a coachman to Mr. Gar- 
nies, apothecary, in St. James's-ſtreet, 
within two doors of the Royal Bagnio— 
he lived before, viz. about eight or nine 
months go, with Mr. Biker—he fat upon 
his coach-box at his maſter's door on the 
18th of April laſt, and faw Mrs. Biker 
croſs the way, juſt at the head of his 
| horſes ; he ſaluted her by pulling off his 
hat, and aſking how her honourable fa- 
mily did? But the anſwered not a word; 

but 
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but made a ſort of return by bending her 
body he ſaw her go into the bagnio, 
from which he was hardly ten yards diſ- 
tant he ſaw no man go in there, or with 
her; the time was, as near as he can 
judge, twenty minutes after two—after- 
wards the ſatne day this witneſs had a con- 
verſation with the plaintiff's coachman, 
about another occaſion ; ſome mention be- 
ing made of the plaintiff's family, his 
coachman faid, his. 'maſter was gone to 
* Cobham chat day, and his miſtreſs dined 
at Dr. Morley's; to which this witnefs 
BE replied, he believed not, for that he was 
pretty ſure, he ſaw her go into the Royal 


Bagnio in St. James's-ſtreet, between two 
and three o'clock. 


This witnefs, on his croſs examination, 
ſaid, when Mrs. Biker went into the bag- 
nio, ſhe wore a yellow gown, and ſome- 
thing black about her ſhoulders; but 


could not be poſitive as to her other 
dreſs.

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Some other witneſſes were examined, 


who depoſed to the ſame ns as the 
foregoing. 


The council for the defendant, made 
ſome obſervations upon the evidence for 
the plaintiff, and ſome upon their own; 
but as they ariſe for the moſt part on the 
plaintiff's evidence, we omit taking no- 
tice of them. 


The trial being cloſed, the jury with- 
drew, and in about an hour b in 
their verdict, ſpecial.

dren living, being the iflue of ſuch mar. 
riage. That on or about the month of 
October, 1772, Sir Patrick Blake, having 
occaſion to viſit his eſtates in the Weſt 
Indies, went to the Ifland of St. Chriſto- 
pher's, accompanied by Dame Annabella 
Blake, his wife; and they continued to 
live and cohabit together as lawful huſband 
and wife, till in or about the month of 
May, 1775; when the ſaid Annabella 
Blake (the faid Sir Patrick Blake's affairs 
requiring a longer continuance abroad) em- 
barked alone for England, with the con- 
ſent of her huſband, in order to take care 
of their five children reſident in England;

ROBERT MARK, Butler to Jonathan 
Morton Playdale, Eſq. of Clifton, near 
the city of Briſtol, aged about twenty-two 
years, a witneſs produced and ſworn, ſays, 
that ſome time in the month of May, 1775, 
to the beſt of his recollection as to the 
time, Sir Charles Bunbury, Baronet, (Bro- 
ther to Dame Annabella Blake, party in 
this ſuit) agreed with this deponent, whoſe 
friends he knew, to go to Portſmouth to 
wait for the arrival of the ſaid Lady Blake, 
who was then expected from the Weſt

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Indies ; and he gave the deponent a letter 


for Lady Blake. That ſome time about 
the twelfth of June following, the depo- 
nent arrived at Portſmouth, and waited 
there for about fix weeks, when Lady 
Blake arrived from the Iſland of St. Kitt's, 
in the Weſt Indies: and the deponent 
thinks the ſhip that brought her was called 
the Princeſs Amelia: that Sir Patrick Blake 
did not come to England with his lady, and 
the deponent underſtood he ſtaid in the 
Weſt Indies to ſettle ſome buſineſs. That 
Lady Blake, on her arrival, took the de- 
ponent into her ſervice, and he waited on 
her to Sir Patrick Blake's houſe, in Queen 
Ann Street, Cavendiſh Square, and re- 
mained there about a fortnight ; when the 
deponent attended his faid lady to Lang- 


ham, near Bury, in the county of Suffolk, 


the ſeat of Sir Francis Blake ; where the 
deponent ſtaid with Lady Blake, till about 
the twelfth of May, 1776, when he left 


: | Langham about five o'clock in the morn- 
ing, and attended Lady Blake, who he 


thought was going to London : but ſhe did 
not travel the direct London road; for the 
7445 N went 
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went firſt, with her own horſes, to Stow 
Market, and then took poſt horſes through 
Colcheſter and Chelmsford, to the inn 
called the Green Man at Ilford, in Eflex; 
where he arrived the ſame day, about three 
o'clock in the afternoon. That Lady Blake 
travelled by herſelf, in her own poſt-chaiſe, 
which had the letters P. B. on it. That 
the deponent, and Lady Blake's own poſti- 
lion, and the game-keeper, attended on the 
journey as far as Stow Market, and then 
only the deponent attended on horſe-back; 
the other two ſervants. returning back to 
Langham. That, after Lady Blake. had 
been at the ſaid inn about an hour, a gen- 
tleman, then unknown to the deponent, 
with an Italian or foreign ſervant with him, 
arrived there in a poſt chaiſe and four. 
That, after ſuch gentleman had been at 
the inn about ten minutes, the waiter told 
the deponent the gentleman wanted him: 
that the deponent then went to him, who 
called the deponent by his mime, which 
ſurprized him, and then aſked him if Lady 
Blake was at the inn; and the deponent 
having ſaid, Ves; he defired the deponent 
to give his compliments to her, and to ſay 
that 
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that his name was Richard Thompſon; 
that he was going in the country to her 
ladyſhip, to have acquainted her that a lady 
of her acquaintance was very ill, and would 
be glad to ſee her. That the deponent 
accordingly went to Lady Blake, and de- 
* livered ſuch meſſage to her; and ſhe ſaid 
E ſhe did not know him, but deſired he 
* would walk into the room, That the de- 
* ponent having delivered ſuch anſwer, the 
gentleman went into the room where Lady 


| . Blake then was ſitting, which was a parlour 


below ſtairs. That, in about half an hour 
afterwards, or ſome ſhort time, coffee 
having been carried into the parlour, the 
deponent was ſent for, and directed by 
Lady Blake to take all her things, out of 


ber chaiſe, and to put them into the chaiſe 


in which the gentleman came; and which 
was immediately done. That ſuch chaiſe 
was not a common poſt-chaiſe, but be- 
longed to the ſaid gentleman, as the 
deponent underſtood, and believes. That 
Lady Blake's own chaiſe and a trunk (the 
contents having been emptied into the 
other chaiſe) were then left in the care of 
the 
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the Landlord of the ſaid inn at Ilford, 
That, as ſoon as every thing could be pot 
ready, Lady Blake and the gentleman left 
the ſaid inn, in the poſt-chaiſe and four; 
and the deponent, and the foreign ſervant 
(whoſe name is Vincenzo Maro) followed 
on horſe-back, He further faith that 
though he did not, at the ſaid inn at Ilford, 
know the ſaid gentleman, yet he afterwards 
found, and well knows him to be George 
Boſcawen, Eſquire, an officer in the Horſe 
Grenadier Guards, and a member for Truro, 
in the county of Cornwall ; and the depo- 
nent hath often ſeen him frank letters, 
which had been left for that purpoſe, at 
his houſe or lodgings at Tingmouth in 
Devonſhire. | 

He further ſays, that, from the ſaid inn 
at Ilford, Lady Blake and George Boſ- 
cawen, Eſquire, went to Shooter's Hill, 
and from thence, on the ſame day, to Dart- 
ford, in Kent, to the inn called the Granby 
Head, where they took freſh horſes; and 
the deponent, and the ſaid Vincenzo Maro, 
took a chaiſe and pair, and followed them 
on directly to Dcver ; where they arrived 

N Chaving 
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| (having travelled all night) about five 

o' clock the next morning, to wit, Monday 
the 13th of May, 1776, as the deponent 
EZ beſt remembers the time. That the de- 
EZ ponent thinks the inn they went to at 

Dover was the ſign of the Ship: that Lady 
Blake and Mr. Boſcawen breakfaſted at the 
ſaid inn at Dover: that they were then 
called Mr. and Mrs. Thompſon, by which 
name Mr. Boſcawen had, when he was at 

# Shooter's Hill, deſired the deponent to call 
them. That, as ſoon as breakfaſt - was 
over, Lady Blake, and Mr. Boſcawen, and 
this deponent and the ſaid Vincenzo Maro, 

and another ſervant (whoſe name was 
schallon, and who had ordered a veſſel to 

be ready to carry them to Calais, and 
who was waiting at Dover, having firſt 
ordered horſes at the ſeveral ſtages they 
came to from Shootet's Hill) all went on 
board the veſſel, and arrived at Calais about 
one o'clock on the ſaid Monday: and they 
all went to an inn there called the Silver 
EZ Lion, and ſtaid there that night; that Lady 
Blake and Mr. Boſcawen ſupped together 
that night, but the deponent doth not 
know where they lay in the ſaid inn, for

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he did not go up ſtairs, but faith that they 
paſſed for, and were treated there, and all 
the way, like huſband and wife. That the 


next day, after dinner, they all ſet off for 


Paris, and lay that night at an inn at St. 
Omer's, but the deponent knows not the 
name of the inn, nor does he know how, 
or in what apartments Mr. Boſcawen and 
Lady Blake lay: but the deponent carried 
the chaiſe ſeat into the bed-chamber, where 
he underſtood the faid lady was to lie, 
That the next day, in the morning, they 
all left St. Omer's, and ſet off for Paris, 


where they arrived in one day or two, but 
he forgets which, where they lived in an 
hotel, or private lodgings, but he does not 
know the name of the ſame. That they 
all continued at Paris for about three or 
four days, and then fat off for Bourges, in 
the Province of Berry, which the deponent 
underſtands is about ſixty leagues from 
Paris, and then arrived at Bourges in about 
four days; and went to an inn there called, 


in Engliſh, the Bull, where they ſtaid J 
about three weeks; except that the ſervant 
they brought from Dover, called Schallon, Bw - 


went away in about two or three days, he 
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being a Frenchman, and having a father 


and mother living in France. That, after 


Lady Blake and Mr. Boſcawen, and this 
deponent, and Vincenzo Maro, had lived 


at Bourges about three weeks, they re- 


moved to a houſe called Chateau de Mau- 


branche in the country, about fix or ſeven 


miles from Bourges: that the deponent 
well knows, that while they were at the 
inn at Bourges, Lady Blake and Mr. Boſ- 
cawen lay in a two- bedded room; and that 
neither of them had a ſeparate room to lie in 


during that time, becauſe the deponent 
hath ſeen them go into the ſame room at 


night, and come out of the ſame room in 
a morning; and there was no other they 
could lie in; and the deponent lay in the 
room under that, in which Lady Blake and 
Mr. Boſcawen lay, and hath heard them

i of Late any 
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any longer by the name of Mr. and Mrs. 
Thompſon ; but to call them Mr. and Mrs, 
Boſcawen, which was accordingly done; 
and they paſſed as huſband and wife, and 
were called or went by the names of Mr, 
and Mrs. Boſcawen. That, . ſome time 
about the end of June, or beginning of 
July, 1776, the ſaid houſe called Chateau 
de Maubranche was taken, and Lady Blake 
and Mr. Boſcawen lived therein, from 
that time till ſome time in April or May 
laſt, when they returned to England, from 
Bourges to Paris, and then to St. Omer, 
and from thence to Calais, and fo to Dover; 
and the depenent and Vincenzo Maro at- 
tended them the whole time, The depo- 
nent further faith that, during the whole 
time, Mr. Boſcawen and Lady Blake lived 
at their country houſe, called Chateau d: 
Maubranche, they lived and cohabited to- 
gether, in all reſpects, like huſband and 
wife; and, during all that time, had and 
uſed one and the ſame bed: and the depo- 
nent, who was Lady Blake's own ſervant, 
uſed chiefly to wait on her; and the depo- 
nent uſed frequently to be rung up ſtaits 
into 
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into the bed-chamber, to bring ſomething 
that has been wanted, and has ſeen Lady 
Blake and Mr. Boſcawen both in the ſaid 
room ; Lady Blake. preparing to go to bed, 
and Mr. Boſcawen, at the ſame time, in 
his night-cap, with a thin waiſtcoat on : and 
the deponent hath been up ſtairs, and car- 
ned things for breakfaſt into the ſaid bed- 
chamber, when either Lady. Blake or Mr. 
Boſcawen was not well, and ſaw them both 


; in the ſaid room together; and the depo- 


nent remembers once carrying up tea for 
breakfaſt, when Mr. Boſcawen was not 
well, and kept his bed, with a pain in his 
fide and ſtomach, and the deponent ſaw 
him in bed, and Lady Blake (who was then 
up) gave him tea in bed; and, in the af- 
ternoon of that day, as well as on other 


. afternoons, the deponent carried tea into 


the ſaid bed-chamber, for Lady Blake and 
Mr. Boſcawen : and one day, the deponent 


went into the parlour, and ſaw Mr. Boſ- 


cawen, juſt at that time, kifling Lady 


Blake; and once he remembers, when they 


were in F rance, ſeeing Mr. Boſcawen kiſs 


3 1 Lady Blake, and they were then on horſe- 


back. 
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back. That, during the whole time they 
lived in the country houſe near Bourges, 
Lady Blake and Mr, Boſcawen uſed and 
occupied but one bed-chamber, with only 
one bed therein; in which they both con- 
ſtantly lay, naked and alone, and commit- 
ted the crime of adultery together. That, 
on their return to England, they ſtaid two 
or three days at Paris, and alſo two or 
three days at St. Omer's, at an inn called 
the Poſt-houſe. That, juſt before they 
came to Calais, Mr. Boſcawen directed the 
deponent to call him and the lady Mr. and 
Mrs. Wilſon : that they ſtaid one night at 
Calais, but the deponent knows not how 

they lay there, nor on the road, ſave that 
they lay at the Silver Lion at Calais. That 
they ſtaid one night at Dover, and then 
went on to Brighthelmſtone, where they 
dined at the fign of the Ship ; from thence 
they went to Chicheſter, through towns the 
names of which he does not know, leaving 
Portſmouth on the left-hand; from thence 
to Exeter, in Devonſhire, where they ſlept 
one night, and then went to the Globe Inn 
at Tingmouth, about thirteen or fourteen 
a 
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miles from Exeter. That they ſtaid at 
ſuch inn for about a week or more, and 
* they then took lodgings at Tingmouth, at 
the houſe of one Randall, a cooper there; 
where they continued about ſeven weeks: 


that, after they had been at the ſaid Ran- 


dall's houſe about a month, Vincenzo 


Maro left Mr. Boſcawen's ſervice, and one 
Hannah Jewers, a maid ſervant, whom the 


: deponent knew at Langham, and who had 
lived as a nurſery maid to Lady Blake's 


children, came to Lady Blake to live with 


: her, at the ſaid Randall's, Lady Blake hav- 


ing wrote for that purpoſe, and the ſaid 
ſervant being then out of place. That, 
during the time they ſtaid at Tingmouth, 
Lady Blake and Mr. Boſcawen had but one 
bed-room for their own uſe, and one bed 
in it: and this deponent hath, when he 
hath known Lady Blake to have been in 
the ſaid bed-room, ſeen Mr. Boſcawen over 
night, in his night-cap, going into the 
{aid room, and has in a morning ſeen him 
come out in his night-cap. That the de- 
ponent doth firmly believe that Lady Blake 
and Mr. Boſcawen, did conſtantly lie to- 
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gether while at Tingmouth, in one and 
the ſame bed, naked and alone, and com- 
mitted the crime of adultery together: and 
the deponent hath, at night, and in a 
morning, heard Lady Blake and Mr. Boſ- 
cawen talking together in the ſaid bed- 

chamber. That, after they left Tingmouth, 
they removed to Sheldon, about a mile 
from thence, and took a houſe to them- 
| ſelves; and the deponent ſtaid with them 
there about four or five weeks, or more; 
when he left their ſervice, and went to live 
with Mr. Playdale at Clifton, where he 
now reſides, and with whom he has lived 
pretty near four months. That Lady Blake 
and Mr. Boſcawen were called Mr. and 
Mrs. Boſcawen, as well at Sheldon as at 
Tingmouth ; but the people in and about 
Sheldon uſed to ſuſpe& her to be Lady 
Blake, and ſhe had letters directed to her 


as Lady Blake; but ſhe was not viſited, on 


account of her connection with Mr. Boſ- 
cawen. That Lady Biake and Mr. Boſ- 
cawen lived and cohabited together, in all 
reſpects, like huſband and wife; and, as far 
as the deponent ſaw or knew, and, as he 

verily 
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verily believes, uſed to lie, when at Shel- 


don, naked and alone, in one and the ſame 


bed; and he has very often heard them 
ſpeaking together, when he has gone up 
ſtairs to the bed- chamber (where they lay) 
with a ſhirt or handkerchief, or the like, 
for Mr. Boſcawen. And the deponent 
ſaith that, when he left Langham, in May 
1776, with Lady Blake, ſhe had five chil- 
dren by her huſband Sir Patrick Blake, 
the producent, ſome of which were then 
at Langham ; Maſter Blake, the eldeſt ſon, 
being then at ſchool. That the deponent 
never ſaw Sir Patrick Blake till yeſterday to 
his knowledge; and he then ſaw him at his 
houſe in Charles Street, near the Middleſex 
Hoſpital. That the deponent believes Lady 
Blake ſtill cohabits with Mr. Boſcawen, 
for he ſaw her at Mr. Boſcawen's houſe at 
Sheldon about two months ago.

MARK GIBBARD, maſter of the inn, 
known by the ſign of the Green Man, at 
TIford, in the county of Eſſex, aged forty- 
five years, ſays, that on Sunday the 12th 
of May, 1776, to the beſt of his know- 
ledge and belief as to the time, a lady 
came in a poſt-chaiſe, about one o'clock, 
to the deponent's houſe, or inn, called the 
Green Man, at Ilford, in Eſſex. That the 
lady was alone in the ſaid poſt-chaiſe, and 
was attended by one ſervant, a young man 
on horſe-back: that the lady had a re- 
markable white French dog with her in 
the carriage : that the poſt-chaiſe was 
painted green, and had a cypher on it, 
which was P. B. That ſuch lady dined 
foon after ſhe came to the inn; and, in 
about an hour after ſhe firſt arrived at the 
inn, a gentleman in a poſt-ghaiſe arrived 
there; and, as the deponent beſt remem- 
bers, he aſked for the lady who owned the 
carriage, with the letters P. B. for a cy-

pher: that he went into the room to the 
ſaid lady, and they drank coffee together 
there; and, in about an hour and an half,

AMOS YORK, waiter at the inn at 
Ilford, in the county of Eſſex, known by 
the fign of the Green Man, aged twenty- 
five years, a witneſs produced and ſworn, 
depoſes and ſays, that he well remembers 
that, about a twelve months ago laſt May, 
he being then a waiter at the Green Man 
inn at Ilford, that a lady came, in a green 
poſt-chajſe and four horſes, from Ingate- 
ſtone, and that ſuch chaiſe had a cypher 
on it which was P. B. and the ſaid lady 
dined there. That, when ſhe came to the 
inn, ſhe was attended by one ſervant on 
horſe-back : that, in about an hour after 
the lady came, a gentleman in a poſt-chaiſe 
and pair arrived at the ſajd inn, and there 
was a ſervant in the ſaid chaiſe with the 
gentleman ; that the deponent underſtood 
from the boy, that the gentleman came 
from Oxford Road : that the deponent 
well remembers that ſuch lady and gentle- 
man went away together, in the gentle- 
man's chaiſe, which had then four horſes, 
and 
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and that the lady's luggage was put into 
the gentleman's chaiſe: that, when the 
boys returned, they ſaid they had been to 
Shooter's Hill : that the lady and gentle. 
man's ſervants both attended on horſe 
back : that the lady's carriage was left at 
the ſaid inn called the Green Man, then 
and now kept by Mr. Gibbard : that the 
carriage was taken by a gentleman, in about 
a fortnight afterwards, and the deponent 
then underſtood that his maſter had re. 
ceived a letter from Sir Charles Bunbury, 
informing him that the ſaid carriage be.

and who then went by the name of Boſ-

; France, and England, from the ſaid 2oth 


of October, 1775, till the month of June, 
1777. That, in December, 1775, the de- 
ponent attended Mr, Boſcawen to England : 


and he further ſaith that, after the depo- 


nent had been in England about five 
months, and as he thinks, about the tenth 


cor ewclfth of May, 1776, he attended his 


maſter, Mr. Boſcawen, in his poſt-chaiſe 
(from their lodgings at the houſe of Mr. 
John George, No. 166, in Oxford Street) to 
a place, or town, about ten miles from 
London, but he knows not the name of 
ſuch place; that they went to an inn 
there ; that it was on a Sunday about three 
or four o'clock in the afternoon, he thinks, 
when they came to the inn; that, after 
they had been at the inn about half an 
hour, Mr. Boſcawen, and a lady he met at 

1 the 
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the faid inn, went away together in his 
poſt-chaiſe, with four horſes : that, pre. 
vious to their leaving ſuch inn, the depo. 
nent helped the faid lady's ſervant to put 
ſome things, which he took out of his 
lady's chaiſe, into Mr. Boſcawen's chaiſe: 
that the deponent well knows ſuch ſervant 
to be his fellow witneſs in this cauſe, 
Robert Mark, whom he ſaw yeſterday 
morning. That ſuch lady was quite a 
ſtranger to the deponent at the ſaid inn; 
but, having known her from the ſaid Sun- 
day, till he left his maſter's ſervice, he 
now well knows her to be Lady Blake, 
party in this cauſe.

| were.oppoſite to each other: that they ſtaid 
three days at Paris, and lodged at the 
Hotel, called Montpencier, near the Lux- 
embourg; and there Mr. Boſcawen and

that, from Paris, they went to Orleans, 


and ſtaid there two days, at the Hotel, 
called L*Empereur; but knows not how 
bis maſter and the faid lady lay there.

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That the deponent uſed always to put Mr, 
Boſcawen's hair in order, and generally to 
put on his night-cap ; and uſed ſometimes 
to do it in the ſaid two bedded room: and 
the deponent ſometimes ſaw Mr. Boſcawen 
go into the ſaid bed-room of an evening, 
and come out in his night-cap in a morn- 
ing, when he knew Lady Blake was in the 
ſaid bed-chamber, by having heard her 
voice: and the deponent hath been to call 
Mr. Boſcawen up in a morning, and rapt 
at the chamber door when he knew Lady 
Blake flept there ; and he has been in the

EZ twenty-four years, depoſes and ſays, that 
on the twentieth day of Auguſt laſt, this 
deponent went to live as a ſervant with

into the country; and was to have nine 
ſhillings a week for wages, and board, and 
was defired by the ſaid Mary Lees, at the 
time ſhe hired her, not to diſappoint her, 
but to be ready whenever ſhe ſent for her, 
be it when it would: and that, on or 
about the twentieth of Auguſt following, 
as aforeſaid, a poſtitlion belonging to one 
Mr. Topham Beauclerk (as ſhe has ſince 
Found him to be) came to her, and ordered 
her to come to Lady Bolingbroke directly;

Square, where ſhe now reſides : and ſhe 
further ſaith, that, during the time ſhe 
lived in Clarges Street, Topham Beauclerk, 
Eſq. (who as ſhe believes was acquainted 
with Lady Bolingbroke, when ſhe lived 
with her huſband, Lord Bolingbroke) uſed 
to viſit Lady Bolingbroke, at her ſaid houſe 
in Clarges Street; but whether he either 
dined or ſupped with her there, or not, 
ſhe cannot ſay; but ſaith, that ſome time 
in the month of June or July, 1766, the 
deponent attended Lady Bolingbroke to 
Tunbridge Wells, in the county of Kent, 
to the houſe of her ſiſter, Lady Pembroke, 
who was then there; and Lady Boling- 
broke, and the deponent, ſtaid there about 
five weeks; and that Topham Beauclerk, 
Eſq. was alſo at Tunbridge, for the greateſt 
part of that time; but whether he went 
there before, or after the ſaid Lady Boling- 
broke, ſhe cannot ſay: that, during ſuch 
time, he ſometimes viſited at Lady Pem- 
broke's, but, as the deponent believes, did 
not come there particularly to ſee Lady 
Bolingbroke, he being alſo acquainted with 


Lord and Lady Pembroke ; nor did ſhe 
1 | ever 
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ever know that he ever came there in the 
abſence of Lady Pembroke, or ever at- 
tempted, or contrived ſo to do. 

She further ſaith, that, about the end of 
five weeks from the time Lady Boling- 
broke went to Tunbridge, ſhe and the de- 
ponent returned to town, and to her houſe 
in Charles Street ; but the particular day, 
on which they returned, ſhe cannot recol- 
lect; where ſhe continued till ſome time 
about the three or four-and-twentieth day 
of December following : and ſhe further 
faith, that, her place was ſuch in Lady 
Bolingbroke's family, that ſhe very ſeldom 
knew who uſed to. be with her, or vifit 
her in town, but that, during the laſt 
mentioned time, ſhe has often ſeen Top- 
ham Beauclerk with Lady Bolingbroke in 
her ſaid houſe, and ſometimes alone, when 
ſhe has been occaſionally wanted, or called 
into the room where they were : that ſhe 
has known him come both before and after 
dinner, but ſhe does not know that he 
ever dined or ſupped with Lady Boling- 
broke, either alone or in company, during 
the ſaid laſt mentioned time ; but that he 

143 might 
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might have done both without her knoy. 
ing of it, as ſhe never went into the 
dining-room, or parlour, or any other 
room where Lady Bolingbroke was, but to 
dreſs or undreſs her; unleſs called upon 
any particular occaſion : that ſhe never 
knew, or heard, of any orders being given 
by Lady Bolingbroke, at any time, when 
Mr. Beauclerk was with her, that no per- 
ſon ſhould be admitted to ſee her ; nor 
was any perſon, to her knowledge, ever 
refuſed admittance, in purſuance of ſuch 
orders; that, at ſuch times as ſhe has ſeen 
Mr. Bezuclerk with Lady Bolingbroke, 
they generally fat in a dining-room of her 
ſail houſe, in Charles Street, and in which 
room Lady Bolingbroke generally fat in 
when alone ; that there always ſtood in the 
ſaid room, a couch or ſettee, but not one 
with flaps or fides to let down occafionally, 
in order to enlarge it, to be more in the 
nature of a bed; but that the ſame is 4 
common couch, or ſettee; that ſhe never 
heard, nor does ſhe know, that, at any 
time during the ſaid laſt mentioned time, 
when Mr. Beauclerk and Lady Boling- 

| broke 
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broke have been together, that the door 


of the room where they have been, has 


* been locked or bolted, ſo that the ſervants 
could not get in: that one day, happening 


| - ſome time before the ſaid twenty-third or 


* twenty-fourth of December, by her before 
* mentioned, but the time more particularly 
ſhe cannot recollect, ſhe heard William 
* Flockton, Lady Bolingbroke's footman, 
and Elizabeth Thomas, her houſemaid, 
* ſay, that the ſaid couch was dirted with 
* ſhoe-blacking ; that the deponent there- 
upon went into the ſaid room, to look 
thereat, but did not ſee any thing of ſuch 


dirt upon the ſaid couch : and ſhe further 


ſaith, that, in the ſaid dining-room, there 
is a door goes into another little room, in 
# which room the ſaid couch uſed ſometimes 
: to be moved and ſtand there for ſome time ; 
and then removed into the dining-room, 


by the order of Lady Bolingbroke, ſhe 


LE ſometimes fitting in the ſaid little room: 


and further ſhe knows not, nor ever heard 
= any of the other matters pleaded in ſeve- 
ral of the articles, ſave that Lady Boling- 
broke hired a houſe at Taplow, in the 

county 
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county of Bucks, as a country-houſe, ſome 
time about Chriſtmas laſt. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that, on 
or about the ſaid twenty-third, or twenty. 
fourth day of December laſt, the deponent 
attended Lady Bolingbroke to her houſe a 
Taplow, where they continued till the 
thirtieth of January following ; that Mr. 
Beauclerk, about the ſame time, came 
down to, and, for ſome ſhort time, about 
a week, lodged or lay at the Orkney Arms 
at Maidenhead Bridge; and then removed 
to a houſe he took at Cookham, in the 
county of Berks, which is about two mile; 
from Taplow ; that, during the time ſhe 
continued at Taplow, Topham Beauclerk 
uſed very frequently to come to her houſe, 
ſometimes to dinner, and ſometimes to 
ſupper, and would ſometimes ſtay till 
about ten o'clock at night ; and one night 
he ſtaid there till twelve o'clock ; but that 
was owing to the poſtboy, who brought his 
chaiſe, being drunk ; and he therefore ſent 
him back to Maidenhead Bridge, and or- 
dered another to come; but that, on that 
night, Lady Bolinzbroke went to bed about 
ten 
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ten o'clock; and Mr. Beauclerk waited in 
the parlour for the chaiſe coming ; that, 
* when he viſited Lady Bolingbroke at Tap- 
low, it was for the greateſt part alone, and 
he at ſuch times uſed to be alone with her 
at her ſaid houſe ; that ſome time, during 
the time ſhe ſo continued at Taplow, and 
* when Mr. Beauclerk hath been with her 
alone, Lady Bolingbroke hath dined be- 
® tween three and four o'clock ; and that, at 
* ſuch times, though it has not been quite 
dark, yet it was too dark to dine, and, at 
© thoſe times, ſhe has ordered candles to be 
brought in, and the windows to be ſhut, 
and has dined by candle light; but never, 
3 as the deponent knows of, or believes, 
ordered the candles to be brought and the 
windows to be ſhut, two hours before they 


were wanted, or any time before it was 


dark, but for dinner as aforeſaid : that 
Lady Bolingbroke never, during the time 
ſhe continued at Taplow, went to Mr. 


EZ Beauclerk's houſe, at Cookham, as ſhe now 


| beſt recollects; nor does ſhe remember 
that, during the ſaid time, Mr. Beauclerk 


ever came to Lady Bolingbroke's - houſe 


before 


| 
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before ſhe was out of bed in a morning: 
that he could not go to Lady Boling- 


broke's bed-chamber, without the depo- 


nent's knowing it; and that he never went 


into the ſaid bed-chamber, as the depo- 


nent knows of, or believes, but once; 
when he went to ſee if it rained in, but 
that Lady Bolingbroke was not then 


there; but when that happened ſhe cannot 


particularly recollect. 

She further ſaith, that, there was a couch 
generally ſtood in the parlour of the faid 
houſe, where Lady Bolingbroke and Mr. 
Beauclerk uſed to fit commonly, that the 
deponent, during her ſtay at Taplow, ge- 
nerally fat in the room next the ſaid par- 
lour ; that ſhe never heard, nor does ſhe 
believe, that the ſaid door was ever locked, 
or bolted, ſo that the ſervants could not 
go in; nor did ſhe ever know, or hear, 
that, during the ſaid time, the ſaid couch 
has appeared to be tumbled, or that any 
perſon had ever heard any ruſtling or noiſe 
of cloaths on the ſaid couch, as if two 


perſons had been laying thereon ; nor did 
ſhe

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4 ſhe ever hear the ſame herſelf : that Mr. 
* Beauclerk, during the ſaid time, never ſent 
in any wine or provifions into the ſaid 
* houſe, or dreſſed himſelf there, or in any 
* other inſtance, as the deponent knows of, 
or has heard or believes, ever behaved as 
* maſter of the ſaid houſe; nor has the de- 
# ponent any reaſon to believe that, at any 
time during the ſtay of Lady Bolingbroke 
at Taplow, that Mr. Beauclerk and Lady 
* Bolingbroke had carnal knowledge of each 
other, or ever committed the crime of 
# adultery together, during that time, nor 
does ſhe know further to depoſe to theſe 
© articles. 
* She further depoſes and ſays, that, on 
the thirtieth day of January laſt, Lady 
5 Bolingbroke came to her houſe in Charles 
Street, attended by the deponent in a poſt- 
chaiſe; but whether they came in the ſaid 
Topham Beauclerk's chaiſe, or a hired one, 
& ſhe cannot recolle&; but is certain that 
Mr. Beauclerk did not accompany her any 
part of the way: that ſome time in the 
month of February, Lady Bolingbroke was 
= taken ill of the meaſles, and was confined 
; K k 50 
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to her bed thereby, about two or three 
days, and to her chamber, which was up 
two pair of ſtairs, about a week ; that 
during ſuch time, Mr. Beauclerk generally 
once a day came to viſit Lady Bolingbroke, 
and, at ſuch times, uſed to be with her in 
her bed-chamber ; but never was with her 
there alone, to the beſt of the deponent; 
knowledge; there being always, during 
that time, a nurſe attending Lady Boling- 
broke; nor was he, as ſhe knows of, or 
has ever heard, during the ſaid time, evet 
with her in her bed-chamber, when ſhe 
was in bed. 

She further ſaith, that, Lady Boling- 
broke continued in town till ſome time in 
the month of March following, and that 
after ſhe had got well of the ſaid diſorder, 
and come down ſtairs, Mr. Beauclerk 
viſited Lady Bolingbroke once a day, and 
he might oftener, but the deponent does 
not ever remember to have ſeen him more; 
nor docs ſte recolle& that he, during the 
faid time, till Lady Bolingbroke went out 
of town, ever dined or ſupped with her; 
but that he might do both, and the de- 
ponent 
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ponent not know it : that he at ſome ſuch 
times uſed to be alone with her, but ſhe 
never heard that, during the ſaid ſpace of 
time, that any orders were ever given by 
Lady Bolingbroke, that no perſons ſhould 
be admitted to ſee her, when the ſaid 
Topham Beauclerk was with her; nor was 
any perſon ſhe knows of, refuſed admit- 
tance to her; but, on the contrary, ſhe 
has frequently known company let in to 
ſee, and they have ſeen Lady Bolingbroke, 
when Topham Beauclerk hath been with 
her; particularly Lady Bolingbroke's bro- 
thers or ſiſters, and other people whom 
ſhe uſed to receive viſits from, without 
any form or ceremony : but thoſe perſons, 
whom ſhe uſed to receive in form, have 
been denied admittance when Mr. Beau- 
clerk hath been with her, but the ſame 
perſons have alſo been denied admittance, 
by her orders, when ſhe has been alone ; 
and therefore ſhe does not believe, that 
the ſame was ever done on account of Mr. 
Beauclerk's being with her: that, during 
the ſaid ſpace of time, ſhe never heard nor 
does ſhe believe, that the door of the room, 

vi ns wherein 
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wherein Lady Bolingbroke and Topham 
Beauclerk uſed to fit, was ever locked or 
bolted, ſo that the fervants could not get 
therein ; nor did ſhe ever hear, or knoy, 
that, during the ſaid ſpace of time, that 
there was ever heard any buſtle or ruſtling 
of cloaths on the ſaid couch, which was 
in the ſaid room; or that when Lady 
Bolingbroke, and Mr. Beauclerk have left 
the ſaid room, during the ſaid ſpace of 
time, that the cuſhions; belonging to the 
ſame, have been ſeen on the floor, or the 
marks of hair- powder have been ſeen at 
the head or top of the ſaid couch, or the 
marks of ſhoe-blacking at the other end; 
or clots of dirt, ſuch as ſtick to men's 
ſhoes or boots, being found at the bottom, 
or end, of the ſaid couch; nor did he; 
during the whole of the ſaid time, from 
the ſaid thirtieth of January, to the day 
that Lady Bolingbroke went out of town, 
ever ſee or hear of any circumſtance, or 
tranſaction whatever, that could induce her 
to think, or believe, that the ſaid Topham 
Beauclerk and Lady Bolingbroke ever com- 
mitted the crime ef adultery together, or 


had 
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had the carnal knowledge of each other ; 
but, whenever the deponent has ſeen them 
together, they behaved to each other with 
no other freedom than that of a common 
acquaintance. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that, ſome 


time in the month of March laſt, Lady 


| : Bolingbroke went to her houſe at 'T aplow, 


attended by the deponent, and ſtaid there 


till Eaſter Sunday, and that, about the 
| * ſame time, Mr. Beauclerk came to his 

* houſe at Cookham ; and that, during the 
time Lady Bolingbroke ſo continued at 
Taplow, he again viſited her every day, 
and generally dined with her, and ſome- 
times ſupped with her; but never, during 


that time, ſtaid with her till after eleven 


co'clock: that occaſionally, during that 


| ; time, there uſed to be company at Lady 
# Bolingbroke's, particularly one Mrs. Pitt 
ſtaid two or three days with her at Taplow, 


8 during the time; but, at other times, Lady 


HBolingbroke and Topham Beauclerk uſed 
to be alone: that, during the faid time, 
Topham Beauclerk never came early in a 


: morning, before Lady Bolingbroke was 


out 
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out of bed, or ever went into her bed. 
chamber before ſhe was up ; that, during 
this time, Mr. Beauclerk has ſometimes 
brought his chaiſe, and Lady Bolingbroke 
has gone to take the air therein, and Mr, 
Beauclerk uſed to attend her on horſeback: 
that, to the beſt of the deponent's know- 
ledge, Lady Bolingbroke never dined, or 
ſupped, or viſited Mr. Beauclerk at his faid 
houſe at Cookham, during the ſaid ſpace 
of time; nor during this time did Lady 
Bolingbroke order candles to be brought 
in, or the windows ſhut, before it was 
neceſſary, but to dine by, as by her before 
mentioned ; nor was the door of the room, 
where they were, ever found locked or 
bolted, as ſhe ever heard or believes, dur- 
ing the ſaid time; nor did ſhe ever hear or 
believe that the couch, which ſtood in the 
parlour of the ſaid houſe, was ever, dur- 
during the ſaid time, found to be tumbled; 
or that Lady Bolingbroke was ever found 
by the ſervants to be much diſordered in 
her dreſs ; nor did ſhe ever know, nor has

She further ſaith, that, on Eaſter Sunday 
laſt, Lady Bolingbroke returned to London 
alone, the deponent coming the day be- 
fore ; that ſhe ſtaid in London till the lat- 
ter end of the month of April, and then 
returned to Taplow ; where ſhe ſtaid till 
on or about the fifth of May following ; 
then ſhe returned to London, and ſtaid 
about a week; then returned to Taplow 


| ö where ſhe ſtaid till Auguſt: that, during 
the whole of that time, Lady Bolingbroke 


was ill, and feveriſh; and attended, when 
at Taplow, but the particular time when 
ſhe cannot recollect, by Dr. Turton, a 
phyſician ; and ſhe was, during that time, 
alſo attended by one Mr. Kimber, an apo- 
thecary and ſurgeon, at Windſor, in the 
county of Berks, who bled her two or 
three times at Taplow ; that when Dr. 
Turton came to ſee her, he was attended 


by the ſaid Topham Beauclerk, who went 
with him into Lady Bolingbroke's bed- 


E chamber, but ſhe was then up and drefled : 


and, during the ſaid time, that ſhe was at 
Taplow, 
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Taplow, but which ſhe cannot more par- 
ticularly recollect, ſeveral boxes came 
down from one Mr. Tureſdale, the apo- 
thecary, who attended Lady Bolingbroke 
when in town ; which boxes, when they 
came, were always carried into the par. 
lour ; and the deponent uſed to be called, 
by Lady Bolingbroke, after a box waz 
come, and ſhe uſed to give the deponent 
the phials which came therein ; that ſuch 
phials contained bark, which the deponent 
uſed to give to Lady Bolingbroke ; that 
when ſhe uſed to receive ſuch phials from 
Lady Bolingbroke, ſometimes the label 
were on, and ſometimes not; that ſhe can- 
not ſay to whom ſuch boxes uſed to be 
directed; nor who opened the ſame ; nor 
who took the labels from thoſe phials i 
which were without; or whether they ever i 
had any on; that, at ſome of the times, 
when ſhe has been called to take the ſaid 
phials, Topham Beauclerk has alſo been 
in the room with Lady Bolingbroke ; he, 
during all the latt mentioned times, from 
the ſaid month of April, till the Auguſt 


following, continuing to viſit Lady Boling- 
broke = 
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broke as well at Taplow as in London; 
be going backwards and forwards about 
the ſame time as Lady Bolingbroke uſed to 
do: that, whenever any boxes or parcels 
came to Lady Bolingbroke, they were car= 
ried into the parlour for her to open, and 


that no perſon ever opened any thing of 


that kind but herſelf; and that the boxes, 
by her before-mentioned, were carried into 
the parlour as any other parcel or box 
would have been; nor does ſhe know or 
believe, that any particular orders were 
given that, if any ſuch boxes were brought 

in her abſence, they ſhould not be opened 
till ſhe came; that Lady Bolingbroke uſed 
to take ſuch medicines twice a-day, and 


the deponent has ſometimes carried them 


in to her, when Mr. Beauclerk has been 


there, and ſhe has ſometimes taken them 
in his preſence, and, at other times, in 
his abſence: that, as by her before- men- 


3 tioned, Topham Beauclerk continued to 
== viſit Lady Bolingbroke almoſt every day, 
ds well during the time ſhe was at London, 


as at Taplow, from the ſaid month of April 


. till Auguſt, and once or twice Lady Bo- 


L I lingbroke 
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lingbroke dined with him at his houſe at 
Cookham during that time; that, during 
all that time, he never came in a morning, 
and went into her bed-chamber, before 
ſhe was up; nor did ſhe ever hear, nor 
does ſhe believe, that, during all that ſpace 
of time, the doors of the rooms, either at 
London or at Taplow, where they uſed to 
be, were ever locked or bolted, ſo that the 
ſervants could not get admittance ; nor did 
ſhe ever hear, nor does ſhe believe, that the 
ſaid couches, either at London or at Tap- 
low, upon the ſaid Lady-Bolingbroke and 
Topham Beauclerk, going out of the rooms 
where they ſtood, were found to be, nor 

were they, as ſhe believes, ever diſcovered 
tumbled or rumpled, as if two perſons had 
been laying thereon ; nor did ſhe ever hear, 
nor does ſhe know, that, during the faid 
laſt mentioned time, any circumſtance 
whatever happened, whereby ſhe ſhould

She further ſaith, that, on a day, hap- 


pening during ſome of the time that Lady

| p {ſtranger to the deponent, but whom ſhe 
bas ſince heard and believes, was one Dr, 
Hunter, an eminent man-midwife) came 
: on foot to Lady Bolingbroke's ſaid houſe, 
I in Charles Street, and aſked to ſee the ſaid 
Lady Bolingbroke ; and the footman aſked 
his name, to which he ſaid, that if he 
J would go up ſtairs, and tell her a gentle-

| 5 know who it was; that the footman ac- 
: cordingly went up with ſuch meſſage, and 
Lady Bolingbroke ordered ſuch gentleman

She further ſaith, that, ſome time in or 


I about the month of June, or July, the de- 
ponent obſerved that Lady Bolingbroke's

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cloaths did not fit her ſo well as they uſe 
to do, and that ſhe grew larger in ſize; 
and, from that time, ſhe continued to grow 
larger, inſomuch that, ſoon afterwards, 
ſhe was obliged to have her ftays and gown; 
let out, and to wear jumps, ſuch as ar 
generally worn by women with child, 
that one of the other ſervants in the fi- 
mily, had taken notice of Lady Boling. 
broke's ſize encreaſing, and ſaid to the de. 
ponent, that ſhe believed ſhe was with 
child; but the deponent having no reaſon, 
from all ſhe ſaw of her conduct, to ſup- 
poſe or think that ſhe was ſo, did not # 
that time believe it, -but thought it ws 
owing to her bad ſtate -of health, and tha 
ſhe was dropſical. 

She further ſaith, that, after Lady Bo. 
lingbroke returned ito her houſe in Charle 
Street, in the month of Auguſt laſt, ſhe 
kept herſelf more retired than the uſed te 
do, not ſeeing any body but her brother 
and ſiſters, and Mr. Beauclerk, or any 
other very intimate 'acquaintance ; though 
ſhe generally went out airing every day, 


till the twentieth of the ſaid month « 


I Augul, 


; Auguſt, attended by the deponent : that 
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ſhe uſed to be drove by a poſtillion, who 
formerly had uſed to drive Topham Beau- 
clerk ; but that he was hired by her of a 
ſtable-keeper, as a job- ſervant, and not as 


her own hired ſervant; and he was the 
only man-ſervant, that Lady Bolingbroke 
had in town; the footman then being, and 


ever fince the beginning of Auguſt having 
been, at Taplow, where he continued till 


ſome time in the latter end of September; 


though there was little or no buſineſs for 


im to do there; but he was ſent down, 


by Lady Bolingbroke's orders, ſhe at the 
fame time faying, that the ſhould follow 


him in a day or two, but did not, ſhe 


being taken ill; that all the ſervants be- 
longing 'to Lady Bolingbroke, were not at 
any time turned away, and new ones taken, 
without any reaſon given; but the ſaid 
Flockton, the then footman, was turned 
away, by order-of Lady Bolingbroke, ſome 
time in the month of May laſt ; and the 
cook was turned away in the beginning of 
Auguſt following; but the houſemaid was 
alſo at Taplow, ſo that, for about two or

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three days, the deponent was the only fer, 
vant in Lady Bolingbroke's houſe, ſaving x 
chairman, who was employed occaſionally 
to go on errands ; and, during that time, 
the ſaid poſtillion uſed to come ſometime 
to light the fires, but, about three week; 
before, Lady Bolingbroke having told the

JAMES BISHOP, now ſervant, and

that there always ſtood a couch in the ſaid 
parlour, from the ſaid Lady Bolingbroke's 
firſt going to Tunbridge, till ſhe left it, 
the deponent by her directions having 
hired the ſame by the week upon her firſt 
going; that upon the faid Mr. Beauclerk 
and Lady Bolingbroke's quitting the ſaid 
room, the deponent's curiofity led him to 
80 into it, and, upon his going therein, 
he ſaw the ſaid couch rumpled as if it had 
been made uſe of; the ſhutters of the 
room were almoſt ſhut cloſe, ſo that ſcarce 
any light could come in; which was nat 
| Rr 2 ſo,

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ſo, as the deponent believes, when they 
firſt went therein, by reaſon that he had 
been in the ſaid room about an hour beſore 


their going in, and he then left the gig 


window ſhutters open; and they were 
generally opened in a morning, and not 
ſhut tili the evening; and by reaſon of the 
ſaid couch being ſo tumbled, and the ſaid 
ſhutters being ſhut, as aforeſaid, he verily 
believes that the faid Topham Beauclerk 
and Lady Bolingbroke had then been com- 
mitting the crime of adultery, and had had 
carnal knowledge of each other. 

He further depoſes and . ſays, that Lady 
Bolingbroke left Tunbridge aforeſaid, and 
returned to her ſaid houſe in Charles Street 
the latter end of Auguſt, or beginning cf 
September, attended by Mary Lees and 
the deponent ; that Lady Bolingbroke 
out from Tunbridge, on her return, about 
ſix o'clock in the evening, and lay # 
Farnborough ; which, as the deponent be- 
lieves, is about half way to London from 
Tunbridge, and the next morning the ſaid 
Topham Beauclerk came to the houſe at 
Farnborough where ſhe lay, before ſhe ſet

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out; and they came to town together, the 
ſaid Lady Bolipgbrokę and her woman in 
one chaiſe, and the ſaid Topham Beauclerk 
in another. 

He further ſaith, that, foon after Mr. 
* Beauclerk's return to town, he was taken ill, 
and was thereby confined to his houſe about 
a week, during which time Lady Boling- 
broke ſent every day to know how he did; 
and, upon his recovery, till the Chriſtmas 
following, when Lady Bolingbroke went 
to Taplow as aforcſaid, the ſaid Topham 
* Beauclerk viſited Lady Bolingbroke at her 
> houle in Charles Street, two or three times 
: every day ; firſt coming about nine, or ten 
* o'clock in the morning; then again about 
two o'clock in the afternoon; and then 
again about five o'clock, and ſometimes 
later in an evening: and uſed to ſup there 
every night, ſometimes for a month toge- 
ther, and frequently ſtaid till about eleven 
o' clock, and ſometimes till one and two 
* o'clock in a morning; and once he ſtaid 
till three o'clock in the morning: that on 
3 the evening preceding the ſaid morning, 
> one Miſs Lloyd had been there to play at 
+ | cards 
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cards with Lady Bolingbroke and Mr. 
Beauclerk ; that the ſaid Miſs Lloyd went 
away about twelve o'clock, leaving Lady 
Bolingbroke and Mr. Beauclerk together; 
and Mr. Beauclerk ſtaid alone with her till 
three o'clock : and he further faith, that, 
at the time Mr. Beauclerk viſited Lady 
Bolingbroke, as aforeſaid, they generally 
were alone together ; ſitting in a dining- 
room up one pair of ſtairs, or in alittle 
room backwards, which opened out of the 
ſaid room; that there was a couch ſtood 
always in one of the ſaid rooms, or the 
other, it being frequently removed out of 
the one into the other by the directions of 
Lady Bolingbroke : that the deponent has 
received orders from Lady Bolingbroke 
frequently, when the ſaid Topham Beau- 
clerk hath been with her, that ſhe would 
not be at home to any perfon ; and that 
the deponent muſt deny her to every body 
that came; which he has accordingly done 
very frequently, during the ſaid ſpace ot 
time; and, at other times, ſhe has told 
the deponent that ſhe would not be at 
home 
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home to any body ; but ſoon afterwards, 
the ſaid Mr. Beauclerk coming, the depo- 
nent, from the intimacy that ſubſiſted be- 
tween him and Lady Bolingbroke, always 
admitted him, and he was at ſuch times 
received by Lady Bolingbroke: and he 
further ſaith that, previous to Lady Bo- 
lingbroke's going to Taplow, as aforeſaid, 
but the time more particularly he cannot 
recollect, the Maid Topham Beauclerk 
being with Lady Bolingbroke at her houſe 
in Charles Street, about nine o'clock. in 
the evening, the ſaid Topham | Beauclerk's 
chairman, brought his chair for him, and 
thereupon the deponent went up ſtairs to 
inform him thereof, and they being in the 
aforeſaid back room, which went out of 
the ſaid dining- room, and had alſo a door 
opened upon the ſtair's head, he the depo-

He further ſaith, that, about a day or 


two before Lady Bolingbroke went to

ſage the deponent accordingly carried to 
him; and, in the evening of the ſame 
day, Topham Beauclerk came to viſt 
Lady Bolingbroke, and ſupped with her, 
and ſtaid till between eleven and twelve 
o'clock; and, upon his going, the depo.

* ſaid; ſaving he might ſometimes, during 
the ſaid time, come to London for a day, 


and back again: and he further faith, that, 


during the ſaid time that Lady Boling- 


broke ſo continued at Taplow, the faid 


= Topham Beauclerk uſed very frequently to 
: viſit her at her faid houſe, as well during 
the time he lodged at Maidenhead Bridge, 
as when he removed to his houſe at Cook- 
ham aforeſaid ; that generally, when he fo 


| 5 viſited her, he came about eleven or twelve 


# oclock in the morning, and would ſtay 
= ſometimes till twelve o'clock at night, and 
* ſometimes till one o'clock in the morning 3 
and, to the beſt of his remembrance, he 


thinks he has ſometimes ſtaid till near two 


O12 o'clock 
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o'clock in the morning: that the fig 
Topham Beauclerk, at ſuch times, was for 
the moſt part alone with Lady Bolingbroke, 
though ſometimes there has been other 
company with the ſaid Lady Bolingbroke; 
that at the times he the ſaid Mr. Beauclerk 
| hath been with Lady Bolingbroke as afore. 
ſaid, his horſes were put into her ſtables, 
and eat her hay, and his chaiſe put into her 
chaiſe-houſe, and there ſtaid till he went 
home : that when he uſed to be at the 
ſaid houſe, he behaved in a great meaſure 
as if he was the maſter of the ſame, by 
ordering the deponent and the other {cr 
vants to do any thing he had a mind 
ſhould be done. 

He further ſaith, that, one day, hap- 
pening during her ſtay at Taplow as afore- 
ſaid, but the time more particularly he 
cannot recollect, the deponent being in the 
parlour with Lady Bolingbroke and Mr, 
Beauclerk, the ſaid Mr. Beauclerk ſaid to 
her: Come, my lady, let us ſhut up the 
windows and go to cheſs,” which ſhe com- 
plied with, and ordered the deponent to 
{hut up the windows, and bring candles, 
i which 
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which he accordingly did ; though it was 
then quite day-light, and an hour and an 
half before it was dark : and he further 
ſaith, that, more than once during Lady 
Bolingbroke's ſtay at Taplow, Mr. Beau- 
* clerk hath come to her houſe at Taplow 
l by eight o'clock in the morning, and, at 
= ſuch times, the deponent has ſeen him go 
up a pair of ſtairs which led to Lady 


1 Bolingbroke's bed- chamber, before ſhe had 


* left the ſame to come to breakfaſt, ſome- 
times an hour and an half before; but 
whether he went into her bed-chamber, 
or whether ſhe was up, or in bed, at ſuch 
times, he knows not; though he believes 
he uſed to go into her bed- chamber, by 
| reaſon that he, upon his coming to the 
= houſe at ſuch times, uſed to aſk the faid 

Mary Lees how Lady Bolingbroke did, and 
: immediately went up ſtairs, and alſo by 
f reaſon that, at ſome of ſuch times, he 
came down. ſtairs, and took his horſe, and 
: went away without waiting for Lady Bo- 
& lingbroke's coming down: and he further 
faith, that, when Lady Bolingbroke and 
# Topham Beauclerk were together, they 
I generally 
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generally fat in a great parlour, facing the 
garden, in which room there always ſtood 
a large broad couch and he further ſaith, 
that, during the ſaid Lady Bolingbroke' 
ſtay at Taplow, as aforeſaid, the deponent 
has frequently, in attempting to go into 
the room where they were alone, found 
the room door locked or otherwiſe faſtened, 
ſo that he could not get in; and, particu- 
larly one day, during the ſaid time, a poſt- 
boy brought a letter from Lady Pembroke, 
(who was then at Langley at the Duke of 
Marlborough's) for Lady Bolingbroke; 
which letter the deponent took, and was 
going to carry the ſame into the ſaid par- 
lour, where Lady Bolingbroke and Top- 


ham Beauclerk were then alone, but found 


the door locked or faſtened, ſo that he 
could not get in; and thereupon the de- 
ponent returned, and being aſked by the 
poſt-boy if he had delivered the letter, he 
told him he had, in order sto prevent his 
knowing the door was faſtened, ſo that he 
could not get in: and, after waiting ſome 
time, he returned to the parlour door, 
which he then found open; and he then 

| gave 
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gave the letter to Lady Bolingbroke ; ſhe 
then being ſitting on the ſaid couch, cloſe 
to Mr. Beauclerk : that they both ap- 
peared to the deponent to be much flur- 
ried, and Lady Bolingbroke's cloaths and 
hair were much rumpled, and her cap was 
almoſt off. 


He further faith, that, almoſt every 
night, when Lady. Bolingbroke and Mr. 
Beauclerk had been alone together in the 
faid parlour, the ſaid couch appeared very 
much rumpled and tumbled, and every 
thing on it appeared all in a heap, as if 
they both had been laying thereon ; and 
one night, after they had been ſo together, 
during the faid ſpace of time, as he now 
beſt remembers, the deponent found three 
ſhillings upon the ſaid couch; from all 
which circumſtances, the deponent does 
verily believe that, at the ſeveral times he 


ſo found the room door locked, or other- 


wiſe faſtened, particularly at the time the 
ſaid letter was ſent from Lady Pembroke, 
the ſaid Lady Bolingbroke and Topham 
Beauclerk did commit the crime of adul- 


rtery 
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tery together, and had carnal knowledge 
of each other. 

He further faith, that, ſome time in or 
about the latter end of February following, 
Lady Bolingbroke left Taplow aforeſaid, 
and went to London, attended by the de. 
ponent, in the ſaid Mr. Beauclerk's poſt. 
chaiſe ; and, ſoon after her arrival in town, 
ſhe was taken ill of the meazles, and was 
thereby confined to her bed about a fort. 
night, and to her room (which was up 
two pair of ſtairs) for about three weeks, 
as he now beſt remembers the time to be: 
that, during the whole of the faid time, 
the ſaid Topham Beauclerk (who came to 
town ſoon after Lady Bolingbroke) uſed to 
come two or three times a day to fee her;

as huſband and wife, and were ſo com. 
monly accounted, reſpected, and taken to 
be, amongſt their neighbours, friends, and 
acquaintance, as ſhe verily believes. 

She alſo depoſes and ſays, that in the 
letter the producent ſent to the deponent 
with his wife, he deſired her to watch her 
very narrowly ; and the deponent keeping 
a boarding-ſchool for young ladies, there 
is a general rule obſerved in her family, 
that no letter whatever, from. or to any 
_ perſon, is either carried out of the houſe

come in a poſt-chaiſe, and fetch her away 
from the deponent S but the deponent at. 
tempted to perſuade her to go to her huſ- 
band, and endeavour to be reconciled with 
him; notwithſtanding which, Harriot Brooke 
wrote a letter and directed it to Mr. Hoare 
at Chelſea, which letter the deponent had 
brought her by one of her ſervants, to 
whom Harriot Brooke had given the ſame 
to ſend it away, and which letter the de- 
ponent ſent to the producent, without read- 
ing the ſame, and therefore ſhe does not 
know what it contained : but on the next 
day, or next day but one, one of her ſer- 
vants told her, that a boy had come to her, 
and told her a gentleman wanted to ſpeak 
to her o on Blackheath, near the deponent's 
Hhaouſe; 
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houſe; that ſhe had been, and a gentle- 


man, who was waiting there with a poſt- 
chaiſe, had deſired her to tell Mrs. Brooke 
that every thing was ready ; that the de- 
ponent ordered her ſervant not to tell Har- 
riot Brooke thereof, but whether ſhe did, 
or not, ſhe cannot ſay; but on the de- 


ponent ſending to Harriot Brooke ſoon 


after to come to tea, word was brought 
to the deponent that ſhe was gone; ſince 
which time ſhe has never ſeen her.

ROBERT PERREAU, of St. Alban's 


Street, in the pariſh of St. James, Weſt- 
minſter, in the county of Middleſex, 


: apothecary, aged thirty-one years, depoſes 


and ſays, that he has known and been ac- 
quainted with the producent, Dr. Thomas 


Brooke, for about nine or ten years laſt 


: paſt, and firſt came to know him in the 


courſe 
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courſe of the deponent's practice, the pro- 
ducent being a Doctor of Phyſic; and, by 
viſiting the producent, he alſo came to 
know and be acquainted with Harriot 
Brooke, wife of Thomas Brooke, and has 
ſo known and been acquainted with her 
about eight years; that, during the whole 
of that time, Thomas Brooke and Harriot 
Brooke lived and cohabited together ag 
man and wife; ſave that the ſaid Thomas 
Brooke (who was and is a Phyſician to the 
Army, and ſome time in or about the 
year 1762, to the beſt of his remem- 
brance as to the time) went into Germany 


to the army, and was there about a year, 


or a year and an half, to the beſt of his 
remembrance; that, ſaving ſuch time, 
they lived and cohabited together for the 
moſt part of the time the deponent was 
acquainted with Harriot Brooke, in 
Charles Street, near St. James's Square; 
and ſo continued to do till ſome time in 
the Spring, in 1766; and, during that 
time, always owned and acknowledged 
each other to be man and wife, and were 
generally looked upon and eſteemed ſo to

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be, by their neighbours, friends, and ac- 
quaintance: and he further ſaith, that, dur- 
ing the moſt part of the time that the pro- 
ducent was in Germany, Harriot Brooke, 
as he believes, lived at the houſe of Alethea 
Galabin, at Greenwich, in the county of 
* Kent; and, upon his return to England, 
* they went and lived and cohabited together 
in Charles Street aforeſaid, till ſome time 
in the Spring of the year, 1766: he fur- 
ther ſaith, that the producent and Harriot 
Brocke, conſummated their marriage by 
carnal copulation and procreation of chil- 
dren, as he verily believes; by reaſon that 
he has heard them ſay that they had two

He alſo depoſes and ſays, that the pro- 
ducent having acquainted him of the ſuſ- 
picions he had of Harriot Brooke's miſ- 
conduct, and of her being gone off with 
Mr. Hoare, and aſking the deponent's 
advice how he ſhould diſcover them, the 
deponent recommended David Bell and 
Thomas Collins to the producent, for the 
purpcſe of finding out where they were ; 
and he accordingly employed them for

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that purpoſe : and ſome time on or about 
the ſixth or ſeventh of April, 1766, the 
producent being talking with the depo. 
nent upon the affair between him and his 
wife, and he telling the deponent that he 
had employed David Bell, and Thomas 
Collins, to diſcover, if poſſible, where 
Mr. Hoare had taken his wife; he aſked 
the deponent if it would be diſagreeable 
to him (in caſe they ſhould be diſcovered) 
to go with him to detect them; to which 
the deponent replied, it would not be diſ- 
agreeable ; and that he would attend him

SAMUEL TATTEL, now ſervant to, 
and living with Thomas Brooke, the pro- 
ducent in this cauſe, aged twenty-three 
years, depoſes and ſays, that he has lived 
as a ſervant with the ſaid Dr. Thomas 
Brooke, about a year and an half laſt paſt, 
and by that means firſt came to know him, 
and alſo the articulate Harriot Brooke, 
wife of the ſaid producent, and the other 
party in this cauſe : and he further ſaith, 
that on a day happening ſome time in the 

latter end of the month of March, or be- 
ginning of April, in 1766, the ſaid pro- 


ducent 
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ducent having dined with Dr. Tyſon in 
Queen's Square, Holborn, the deponent, 
by the order of the producent, went with 
his chariot to fetch him from thence, and 
they got home about ſeven or eight o'clock 
in the evening : that upon the door being 
opened, the producent aſked the ſervant 
who opened it, if her miſtreſs (meaning 
the ſaid Harriot Brooke) was come home ; 
ſhe having alſo dined out that day, though 
the deponent knows not where : that, upon 
the ſervant's anſwering in the negative, the 
producent ordered his coachman to drive 
to one Miſs Holland's, in Bond Street, 
a place where the ſaid Harriot Brooke uſed 
to viſit, with an intent to fetch her home 
in the chariot, as the deponent believes ; 
that upon their arriving there, the produ- 
cent aſked a ſervant who opened the door 
to them, if Mrs. Brooke was there; to 
which ſuch ſervant replied, no, and that 
ſhe had not been there ; at which the pro- 
ducent ſeemed much ſurpriſed, and ordered 
the coachman to drive to Sir Clifton Win- 
 tyngham's, in Dover Street, and he there 
enquired after her, but was alſo told ſhe 

Was 
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was not there, nor had ſhe been there ; 
upon which he drove home, and afterward; 
went to Robert Perreau's, in St. Alban'; 
Street, and ordered the deponent to come 
and let him know when his miſtreſs ſhould 
come home: that ſhe came home between 
nine and ten o'clock, and the deponent, 
haying told her that the producent had 
been to look for her at ſeveral places (at 
which ſhe ſeemed much confuſed) he went 
to the producent, and told him that the 
ſaid Harriot Brooke was come home, 
and he came in ſoon afterwards ; and he 
and the ſaid Harriot Brooke had ſome 
words together in the parlour, ſoon after 
he came in; but what they were, or what 
| paſſed between them that night he does 
not know ; but about eleven o'clock the 
ſame night, the ſaid producent being up 
ſtairs, Harriot Brooke called the deponent 
into the parlour, and in his preſence wrote 
a note and gave it him, ſealed, and deſired 
him to carry the fame the.next morning to 
Mr. Hoare, meaning Edward Hoare, Eſq. 
which he promiſed to do: that he took 
ſuch note into the kitchen, and told his

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fellow-ſervant, Catherine Spencer, that he 
had got a note ſrom his miſtreſs (meaning 
the ſaid Harriot Brooke) to carry to Mr. 
Hoare, upon which the ſaid Catherine 
Spencer deſired he would let her ſee it; 
he therefore broke the ſame open, and ſhe 
not being able to' read, he the deponent 
read it to her, and found it contained as 
follows Every thing is diſcovered I am 
ruined and undone and am to go into the 
« country in the morning but do not know 
© where ſo adieu“ or the ſaid note con- 
tainea words to that, or the like effect, 
upon which Catherine Spencer told him 
he ſhould not carry ſuch note; and there- 
fore he threw it into the fire as he now 
beſt remembers: and he further faith, 
that, the next morning, between ſeven and 
cight o'clock, Harriot Brooke brought 
another letter to the deponent in the 
kitchen, and deſired him to carry it to the 
ſaid Mr. Hoare, which he accordingly did, 
and he not being up, he dropped the ſame 
down the area of the houſe where he 
lodged, to a maid-ſervant, and defired her 
to give-it to Mr, Hoare, when he ſhould

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get up, which ſhe promiſed to do : ang 
he further faith, the fame morning, but 


the particular time he cannot ſet forth, the 


producent ordered the deponent to go for 
the chariot, and the ſame being come, 
Harriot Brooke got therein, and the pro- 
ducent ordered the coachman to go to 
Mrs. Gallabin's, at Greenwich, and, at 
the ſame time, gave the deponent a letter 
to give to Mrs. Gallabin ; that accordingly 
they carried Harriot Brooke thither, and 
he delivered ſuch letter to Mrs. Gallabin, 
and left the ſaid Harriot Brooke there: 
and he laſtly faith, that he has lived with 
the producent ever ſince, that he is well 
aſſured that he has not ſince that time 
lived or cohabited with the ſaid Harriot 
Brooke, his wife, nor does he believe he 


haas ſince had the carnal uſe and knowledge 


of her, by reaſon that he has every night 
ſince lain at home, and the faid Harriot 
Brooke has not been in the ſaid houſe 
fince, as he believes ; nor does he believe 


that he lay with the faid Harriot Brooke 
the night he went to look for her as afore- 


faid, by reaſon that the next day he told 
the 
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the deponent he heard her ſnore, and that 
he believed ſhe ſlept ſound, though he 
could not fleep a wink ; but the deponent 
did not hear him that night order a ſeparate 
bed to be made for him, nor can he fur- 
ther depoſe.

DAVID BELL, of Swallow Street, in 
the pariſh of St. James, Weſtminſter, in 
the county of Middleſex, yeoman, aged 
about thirty-eight years, depoſes and ſays, 
that, about nine years ago, he was ſervant 
to General Clavering, and as ſuch attended 
him with the army into the Weſt Indies, 
where he firſt came to know Dr. Thomas 
Brooke, the producent in this cauſe, he 
being there at the ſame time as phyſician 

to the ſaid army; and he further faith, that 
on or about the ſeventh of March, 1766, 
the producent ſent for this deponent (he 
R 2 having 
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having been recommended to him by one 
Mr. Carrington) and told him that he ſuſ- 


pected his wife (who was then A ſtranger 


to the deponent) carried on a correſpon- 
dence with Mr. Hoare (whom the depo- 
nent had known for ſome time before by 
his lodging at Chelſea, in the county of 
Middleſex) and that therefore he wanted 
him the deponent to go to Greenwich, i in 
the county of Kent, where his ſaid wife 
Was, at the houſe of one Mrs. Gallabin's, 
and watch her and the faid Mr, Hoare; 
for he had reaſon to ſuppoſe he intended 
to carry her away, on account of a letter 
which ſhe had wrote to Mr. Hoare, 
wherein ſhe deſired that he would come on 


the tenth of March with a poſt-chaiſe, and 


take her away; and which letter the pro- 
ducent ſhewed to the deponent, it having 
been intercepted, as he informed the de- 
ponent, but which the producent after- 
wards ſent to the ſaid Mr. Hoare, by one 
Thomas Collins; and at the ſame time 


ordered the deponent to go to Mrs. Galla- 


bin's, and acquaint her that he came from 
him, and ſhe would contrive that he ſhould 
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ſee his wife, in order that he might know 
her again : that accordingly, the deponent 
on the ſame day went to Greenwich, and 
ſtaid there three days; that, upon his 
arrival, he went to Mrs. Gallabin's, and 
acquainted her that he came from Dr. 
Brooke, to which ſhe replied, ſhe knew 
what it was about, and immediately ſent 
ſomebody up ſtairs to defire Mrs. Brooke 
to come down, and ſoon afterwards this 
deponent ſaw a lady, whom Mrs. Gallabin 
told him was Mrs. Brooke, the wife of 
the Doctor, thereby meaning the ſaid Dr. 
Thomas Brooke the producent, walking 
in the yard of the ſaid houſe with another 
woman : and he further faith, that, in the 
afternoon about four or five o'clock, of the 
tenth day of the ſaid month of March, in 
the year 1766, the deponent, by being upon 
the watch, ſaw the ſaid Mr. Hoare walk- 
ing backwards and forwards upon a hill 
facing the ſaid Mrs, Gallabin's houſe ; and 
he alſo ſaw the ſaid lady, whom he had 
been informed was the wife of the pro- 
ducent, looking out of the window ; and 
ſoon afterwards ſuch lady came out of the 


houſe, 
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houſe, together with a ſervant of Mrs. 
Gallabin's, who carried ſome band boxes; 
and they went to the ſaid hill, where Mr. 
Hoare met them, and accompanied them 
to Blackheath, about four or five hun- 
dred yards; where he put the faid lady

and he further faith, that he knew nothing 
of the ſaid Mr, Hoare, or ſuch lady, from 
that time till the thirteenth day of the ſaid 
month of March, when (being ſtill em- 
ployed by the a ee to diſcover where 
the 21d Mr, Hoare had taken his wife to) 
he went to Chelſea to Mr. Hoare's lodg- 
ings, ad dodged him to London, and to 
ſcveral places, but at laſt to the houſe of 
Mrs. Copleſtone, in ſome court near Lei- 
ceſter Fields, where he went in, which 
was about ten o'clock at night 1 and he 
there alſo ſaw the ſaid lady, whom he 

believes 
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believes to be Harriot Brooke, through 
the window of ſuch houſe, with a candle 
in her hand: and, after having waited 
about two hours, finding he did not come 
out of ſuch houſe, he and his fellow- 
witneſs, Thomas Collins, who was like- 
wiſe employed by the producent on the 
ſame buſineſs as the deponent, and whom 
he had met with as he dodged the ſaid 
Mr. Hoare as aforeſaid, and was with him 
when the ſaid Mr. Hoare went into ſuch 
houſe, came away, leaving him and the 
ſaid lady, whom he believes to be Harriot 
Brooke, in the ſaid houſe : and the depo- 
nent, from what he there ſaw, imagining 
that they lodged in ſuch houſe, enquired 
of the ſaid Mrs. Copleſtone's maid if one 
Mr. Hoare lodged in their houſe ? but ſhe 
ſaid he did not, nor did ſhe know any ſuch 
perſon, but that one Mr. and Mrs. Carter 
lodged there: but, by reaſon of what he 
has above depoſed, and alſo by reaſon that 
he ſeveral times afterwards ſaw the ſaid 
Mr. Hoare go into ſuch houſe; and, by

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the meat into the ſaid houſe, he does 
therefore verily believe the faid Mr. Hoare, 
and the faid lady, whom he believes to be 
Harriot Brooke, did lodge in the ſaid houſe, 
and went by the name of Carter there: 
but how ſoon they went there, after they 
came from Greenwich, he does not know, 
nor how long they ſtaid there, he cannot 
ſay: and he further faith, that, finding 
Mr. Hoare left off going to Mrs. Cople- 
ſtone's, he concluded he had changed his 
lodgings, and moved the faid lady; and 
therefore, ſome time in the beginning of 
the month of April, 1766, but the time 
more particularly he cannot recollect, he 
again went to his lodgings at Chelſea, 
about eight o'clock in the morning, and 
dodged him again to London, and to 
ſeveral places; and, about four o'clock in 
the afternoon, he watched him into the 
houſe of one Mr. Gibſon, in Villiers

SUSANNA HUCKSTEPP, wi- 
dow, (at preſent reſiding at Miſs Ladd's, 
at No. 206, near St. Clement's church, 
in the Strand, in the county of Middle- 
ſex) aged about thirty years, a witneſs 
produced and ſworn, depoſes and ſays, 
that ſhe well knows Harriet Burt, party 
in this cauſe, and came ſo to do by going 
to live with her as cook, about Michael- 
mas, 1776, to the beſt of her recollec- 
tion and belief as to the time; and Mrs. 
Burt then lived with her ſiſter, Miſs 
Champney, over againſt St. Alphage 
church, in the city of Canterbury: that 
2 ä the 
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the deponent continued in the ſaid Mrs; 
Burt's ſervice for about a twelvemonth; 
and for about the firſt three months of the 
{ſaid time ſhe lived at the ſaid Mis 
Champney's, and the remainder of the 
aforeſaid time (the lived with Mrs. Burt) 
it was in a houſe Mrs. Burt had taken in 
Chriſt Church Yard, in the ſaid city; for 
the left her ſiſter, they not agreeing toge- 
ther: and ſhe further faith, that ſhe well 
knows John Burt, Eſq. the producent in 
this cauſe, the huſband. of the ſaid Mrs. 
Burt; and firſt ſaw him about two months 
ago, for he was out of England during 
the time ſhe lived as aforeſaid with Mrs. 
Burt, and he was called Captain Burt : 
and he found the deponent out at Canter- 
bury, and aſked the deponent if ſhe had 
not lived with his wife, at Miſs Champ- 
ney's, and in Chriſt Church Yard, as afore- 
ſaid ? and the deponent told him ſhe had; 
and thereby ſhe came to know the ſaid 
Captain Burt: and ſhe ſurther faith, that 
ſhe doth look upon the ſaid Mrs. Burt as 
a woman of a very looſe diſpoſition, and 


exceedingly fond of men; and the depo-

nent well knows that, during the time 
the ſaid Mrs. Burt lived in the Church 
Yard, at Canterbury, and the deponent 
was her ſervant, as aforeſaid, that many 
gentlemen, ſtrangers to the deponent, uſed, 
at different times, to viſit the ſaid Mrs. 
Burt, and they uſed to come towards 


nine o'clock in the evening, and ſtay till 


about twelve o'clock, but the never knew 
more than one man come at a time: and 
the ſaid Mrs. Burt and ſuch man uſed 
to be entirely alone together in the back 
parlour, which looked into the yard be- 
longing to the houſe ; but the deponent 
don't remember that any ſuch men ever 
ſu pped with Mrs. Burt, except one gen- 
tleman, called Captain Barlow, who was 
very frequent in his viſits to the ſaid Mrs. 
Burt, in the day-time, as well as in the 
evening: and the deponent hath frequent- 
ly heard ſtrange noiſes in an evening in 
the back parlour, when the ſaid Mrs. 
Burt and Captain Barlow, or any other 
gentlemen, have been there together 
alone : and the deponent, at ſuch times, 
ſuſpected t that the ſaid Mrs. Burt was then 


carrying 
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carrying on an adulterous connection: ſhe 
further ſaith, that ſhe well remembers 
that one evening, while Mrs. Burt lived 
in Chriſt Church Yard, as aforeſaid; and 
(as the deponent well remembers) it was 
on the night before laſt Good Friday was 
twelvemonth, the ſaid Captain Barlow 
came about fix o'olock in the evening; and 
that ſhe the ſaid Mrs. Burt had waited 
tea for him, but he ſaid he had drank tea 
before he came: that the ſaid Captain 
Barlow ſtayed alone with Mrs. Burt in the 
back-parlour f. om fix o'clock till eleven 
the ſame evening ; but they did not ſup 
till cight o'clock or between eight and 
nine o'clock the ſaid evening; the nurſery- 
maid, Elizabeth Pearce, (fince dead) 
being gone up ſtairs with the ſaid Mrs. 
Burt's three children, to put them to bed, 
ſhe, the deponent, not hearing any ſtir or 
noiſe in the parlour, went out of the 
kitchen which opened into the yard, to 
ſee if ſhe could look through the faid 
parlour- window; and, in order to know 
what Mrs. Burt and Captain Barlow were 
about, did accordingly look through the 

window ;

window; and although the curtain was 
drawn, yet there was ſuch an opening 
that the deponent could plainly ſee into 
the room; and there were candles therein: 
and the deponent did then ſee Mrs. Burt 
lying on her back on two chairs, with her 
feet not directly towards the window, but 
on the ſame ſide ; and the deponent then 
plainly ſaw that her petticoats and ſhift 
were up, and that her Jegs were wide ex- 
tended; and ſhe alſo plainly ſaw her 
thighs; and Captain Barlow was then 
lying upon her, and his breeches were 
down; and the ſaid Captain Barlow and 
Mrs. Burt were then in the act of adul- 
tery, and had the knowledge of each 
other's bodies: that the deponent ſtaid at 
the ſaid window for about eight or nine 
minutes; and hearing her fellow- ſervant, 
(Elizabeth Pearce) coming down ſtairs, 
ſhe went away into the kitchen, (while 
Captain Barlow was lying. on Mrs, Burt) 
for ſhe did not chooſe the ſaid Elizabeth 
Pearce ſhould know that the deponent had 
been looking through the window, as 
aforeſaid; for the ſaid Elizabeth Pearce 

| D d had 
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had lived with Mrs. Burt for ſome time, 
and would, as the deponent thought, have 
told her of the deponent : the deponent 
further ſaith, ſhe doth alſo believe that 
Mrs. Burt hath, at other times, commit- 
ted adultery with Captain Barlow, and with 
other men; not only from her being fre- 
quently viſited, as aforeſaid, but becauſe 
ſhe uſed ſometimes, (when ſhe has had 
Captain Barlow, or any other gentleman 
alone with her) to come out of the par- 
Jour, and her cloaths at ſuch times have 
appeared tumbled, or much rumpled ; and 
ſhe uſed always, when any man was 
with her, to appear to be in_high ſpirits ; 
and ſhe uſed frequently to ſpeak of 
Captain Barlow, as being a clever man; 
and ſhe uſed frequently to have letters, 
which were brought her by Captain Bar- 
low's ſervant: and ſtrange men uſed often 
to come home with her in an evening ; 
and ſometimes the gentleman would take 
his leave at the door, and ſometimes come 
in and ſtay an hour, or more. 

She further depoſes and ſays, that ſhe 
ſometimes uſed to aflift Elizabeth Pearce 
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in making Mrs. Burt's bed, and well re- 
members once taking notice of Mrs, 
Burt's bed, (beſides its being pretty much 
tumbled) having the ſheets ſtained, as if 
there had been a connection between a 
man and woman, like huſband and wife ; 
ſhe alſo ſays, that Elizabeth Pearce uſed, 
in general, to lye with Mrs. Burt; and 
the deponent, when Elizabeth Pearce was 
ill, flept two nights with her ſaid miſtreſs : 
ſhe further ſaith, that ſhe left Mrs. Burt's 
ſervice, becauſe ſeveral people at Canter- 
bury told her that ſhe would get a bad 
name, if ſhe ſtaid there any longer ; for 
that Mrs. Burt was looked upon as a bad 
woman, by every body about Canterbury,

MARY STACEY, ſpinſter, (ſervant 
to Mr, James Sibley, carpenter in Wap- 


ping Street, in the pariſh of St. John,

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10 Jobn Burt, agdinſt 
Wapping, in the county of Middleſex) 


aged twenty-ſeven years, a witneſs pro- 
duced and ſworn, depoles and ſays, that 
ſhe well knows Harriet Burt, party in this 
cauſe, the wife of John Burt, Eſq. the 
producent, and came ſo to know her by 
going, on or about the fourth of June, 
1777, (for it was a twelvemonth ago laſt 
June) to live as cook to the ſaid Mrs, 
Burt in Chriſt Church Yard, in the city 
of Canterbury, and continued in her ſer- 
vice for about four months: that after the 
depohent had lived with the ſaid Mrs. 
Burt about two months, or a little more, 
the, the ſaid Mrs. Burt, went to live at 
the houſe of her ſiſter, Miſs Champney, 
in St. Alphage Lane, in the faid city of 
Canterbury, and the deponent went and 
lived with her there, and left her there : 
that the deponent never ſaw the ſaid John 
Burt, Eſq. Mrs. Burt's huſband, till with- 
in about two months laſt paſt ; and under- 
itood, that he, the ſaid John Burt, Eſq. 
who 1s called Captain Burt, was abroad at 
Minorca: and ſhe further ſaith, that the 
111d Mrs, Burt's family, in Chriſt Church

Vard, aforeſaid, conſiſted of herſelf, one 
child, who was her daughter, this depo- 
nent, and one other ſervant-maid: and 
the deponent further faith, that ſoon after 
the deponent had been with Mrs. Burt, 
ſhe was informed that the ſaid Mrs. Burt 
was a looſe woman, and bore a bad cha- 
rafter ; and the deponent had been told fo 
before ſhe went there; but was alſo told 
by one Suſana Luton, (a maid of Mrs. 
Burt's) that ſhe had never ſeen any thing 
amiſs in Mrs. Burt: the deponent fur- 
ther ſaith, that ſhe well remembers, after 
ſhe had lived about two months with Mrs. 
Burt, that the ſaid Mrs. Burt, who uſed 
in general to dine with her ſaid faſter, came 
home after dinner to dreſs, and her little 
girl was with her; and after ſhe had 
dreſſed, ſhe and her dauzhter returned to 
her ſaid ſiſter's to tea; but about four 
o'clock that afternoon, the deponent ſaw 
her in the church yard going to the milli- 
ner's; and about that time ſhe met Mr. 
Barlow, as ſhe informed the deponent 
the next morning; and Mrs. Burt and 
Mr. Barlow, (who was called Captain 


Barlow) 
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Barlow) came to Mrs. Burt's together, 
(without the little girl) about five o'clock 
to tea: that Mrs, Burt then ordered the 
deponent to go to her ſiſter's, and fay, 
that ſhe could not come to tea that after- 
noon, for that ſhe had got a lady come to 
ſee her: but preſently afterwards ſhe 
told the deponent not to ſay ſo, or to give 
any reaſon, but to go and only acquaint 
her fiſter, Miſs Champney, in general, 
that ſhe could not come to her; or ſhe 
expreſſed herſelf to that very effect: and 
the deponent accordingly went with ſuch 
laſt meſſage to Miſs Champney, and de- 
livered it to her footman, named Richard, 
and then returned home to Mrs. Burt's: 
that the ſaid Mrs. Burt and Mr. Barlow 
drank tea alone together in the parlour, 
and then went to walk on the oaks, as 
Mrs. Burt told the deponent: that, before 
they went out, Mrs. Burt ordered the de- 
ponent to have ſupper ready by half paſt 
nine, and to get a fowl if ſhe could: 
that about ten o'clock Mrs. Burt and 
Mr. Barlow returned alone together to 
Mrs. Burt's, and ſupped together alone in 
the 
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the parlour: that the ſaid parlour was on 
the ground- floor, and had only one win- 
dow in it, which looked into the yard 
belonging to the houſe: that Elizabeth 
Pearce, the ſaid Mrs. Burt's maid (who 
died within a week afterwards of a fever) 
waited at table that night ; that after the 
ſupper and things had been brought out 
of the parlour, the deponent, who had a 
mind (on happening to go into the ſaid 
yard) to peep through the ſaid window to 
fatisfy her curioſity ; did fo, and though 
the window-curtain was let down, it hap- 
pened not to be ſo cloſe (owing perhaps 
to a chair or ſomething of that kind) but 
what ſhe could and did plainly look 
through the window into the room, where 
there were two candles burning on the 
table; and the deponent did then very 
plainly ſee Mrs. Burt lying on her: back 
upon two Chairs, with her petticoats up, 
and her legs extended wide, with her feet 
towards the window; and ſhe did then alſo 
plainly ſee Mr. Barlow with his breeches 
down, lying on the ſaid Mrs. Burt; and 
they both continued in that fituation 


about 
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about five minutes, during which time 
Mr. Barlow's body appeared to be in mo- 
tion: that the deponent then ſaw Mr, 
Barlow get off Mrs. Burt, and came nearer 
the window; and he then pulled up and 
buttoned his breeches ; and the deponent 
ſaw Mrs. Burt's thighs as Mr. Barlow got 
off: that the deponent, having ſeen Mrs, 
Burt get off the chairs, and let her cloaths 
down, immediately Jeft the window for 
fear of being ſeen : that, from the circum- 
ſtances aforeſaid, the deponent well knows 
that Mr. Barlow and Mrs. Burt had then 
the carnal uſe and knowledge of each 
other, and thereby committed adultery 
together : ſhe alſo ſaith, that Mr. Barlow 
went away about a quarter of an hour after 
the aforeſaid tranſaction, and it was after 
eleven o'clock : that Mr. Barlow was an 
entire ſtranger to the deponent, on his 
coming to the houſe on the ſaid afternoon 
to tea; but as ſoon as the deponent had 
returned from Miſs Champney's, as afore- 
ſaid, Mrs. Burt fent the deponent to one 
Dr. Tatton, in Canterbury, for a ſpaniel- 
dog, and the deponent brought it, and 

rememsy 
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remembers that there was a collar for the 
ſaid dog in Mrs. Burt's houſe (for ſhe 
had had the dog before) on which was 
engraved the name, John Barlow, Eſq.” 
and Mrs. Burt ſaid ſeveral times that 
Captain Barlow had given her the ſaid 
dog: ſhe further ſaith, that ſhe knows 
not, nor has ſhe any reaſon to believe: 
that the aforeſaid John Burt, Eſq. (the 
huſband of the ſaid Mrs. Burt) hath ever 
lived with the ſaid Mrs. Burt ſince his 
going abroad (which was ſome time before 
the deponent went and lived with Mrs. 
Burt at Canterbury) or at leaſt ſince the 
deponent firſt knew Mrs. Burt. 

She alſo depoſes and ſays, that when 
Mrs. Burt went to live with her ſiſter, 
Miſs Champney, as aforeſaid, Elizabeth 
Pearce, the maid-ſervant, was left in Mrs. 
Burt's houſe; and being then very ill 
was attended by her mother : that the de- 
- ponent went with Mrs. Burt to live at 
Miſs Champney's on the Monday follow- 
ing the Thurſday, the day when Mr. Bar- 
low ſupped with Mrs. Burt, as aforeſaid ; 


and on the Wedneſday following the ſaid 
. E © ä Monday, 
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Monday, Elizabeth Pearce died; and the 
deponent thinks it was on or about the 
third of Auguſt, 1777, when the ſaid maid 
died : that, on that account, the deponent 
was Mrs. Burt's only ſervant for about 
three weeks : that the deponent ſtaid about 
two months with Mrs. Burt, at Miſs 
Champney's : that Miſs Champney went 
from her houſe on the very day Mrs. Burt 
came into it, and was abſent on a viſit out 
of Canterbury, (at Maidſtone, as the de- 
ponent thinks) the whole time the depo- 
nent was there with Mrs. Burt : ſhe fur- 
ther ſaith, that during the time they lived 
at Miſs Champney's, as aforeſaid, there 
were players at Canterbury, - and Mrs. 
Burt uſed to go almoſt every night to the 
play; and ſometimes ſhe uſed to come 
home to her ſiſter's when the play was 
done; and ſometimes ſhe did not come 
home there till twelve or one o'clock in 
the morning; and two or three times, 
the deponent, (who ſet up for her when 
by herſelf) let her in at two or three 
o'clock in the morning ; but the deponent 
knows not who uſed to come home with

her at thoſe times, for Mrs. Burt uſed 
generally to ſay at the door, Good 
night, Sir,“ and that was all: that 
after they had been about three weeks at 
Miſs Champney's, one Sarah Ruck (whoſe 
father is a publican, and keeps the priſon 
at Canterbury) came to live as ſervant to 
Mrs. Burt, but did not ſtay more than a 
week in her ſaid place; for her father 
came and fetched her away, in ſome mea- 
ſure, on account of Mrs. Burt's bad cha- 
racter: the deponent further faith, that, 
on Sarah Ruck's going. away, one Ann 
Fuller came in her room, and the depo- 
nent left her with Mrs. Burt when ſhe 
came away: that Mrs. Burt's maid uſed 
to lye with her miſtreſs in the ſame bed, 
but Sarah Ruck was ordered to ſleep in the 
two pair of ſtairs room with the deponent, 
for three nights out of the week ſhe ſtaid ; 
and Ann Fuller ſlept with her miſtreſs 
every night, except one night when ſhe 
was ordered by Mrs. Burt to ſleep with 
the deponent : that, on the Monday fol- 
lowing that one night, the deponent, who 
was up firſt, found, on her coming down 
| E e 2 ſtairs, 
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ſtairs, the door at the foot of the ſecond 
pair of ſtairs locked ; and after knocking 
at the door Mrs. Burt came and opened 
it : that the deponent doth verily believe 
Mrs. Burt had had a man to lye with her 
that night, not only on account of the 
ſaid door being locked, (which the depo- 
nent never knew done before) but becauſe 
ſhe obſerved, on making Mrs. Burt's bed, 
that it was very much tumbled to what it 
uſually was, and that there were ſtains on 
the ſheet, as if a man and woman had lain 
in the ſaid bed, and had been connected 
together : the deponent further ſaith, that, 
whilſt Mrs. Burt lived at Miſs Champney's, 
ſhe well remembers one Mr. Ayerſt came 
one Saturday afternoon, in the race-week, 
between three and four o'clock, to ſee 
Mrs. Burt, and he and ſhe were alone 
together for about an hour in the parlour 
below ſtairs, (except - that Mrs. Burt's 
children were backwards and forwards) 
and they then went up ſtairs into the din- 
ing-room, the window-ſhutters of which 
were faſtened up, the room not being then 
in uſe : that there was a ſopha in the ſaid 
room 
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room; that they ſtaid in the ſaid room 
(though almoſt in the dark) for upwards 
'of an hour; but there was ſome light 
from the drefling-room door, which was 
open, though the dining-room door was 
ſhut: that, during the time they were fo 
together, the deponent heard once (as ſhe 
was going up ſtairs on purpoſe to liſten) 
the ſaid ſopha crack ; and it ſeemed to the 
deponent as if Mr. Ayerſt and Mrs. Burt 
were then on the ſaid ſopha, and in the 
act of adultery : ſhe alſo faith, that Mrs. 
Burt was frequently viſited by one Mr. 
Luttrell, while ſhe lived at her ſiſter's 3 
and he uſed often to ſup with her, and 
ſometimes to ſtay alone with her till eleven 
or twelve o'clock at night: and the depo- 
nent remembers one evening (when the 
deponent happened to be in the drawing- 
room) over- hearing Mrs. Burt, who was 
alone with Mr. Luttrell, tell him that he 
did not uſe her kindly, and did not come 
to her ſo often as he uſed to do, though

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« ] promiſed to be conſtant to you ;” or 
ſhe uſed words to that very effect: and ſhe 
alſo told him that he kept her at home 
waiting, and prevented her walking i in the 
oaks with company, as ſhe uſed to do; or 
to that very effect: the deponent further 
ſaith, that owing to her having received 
a letter from London about ſome money 
left her, and being deſirous of quitting 
Mrs. Burt's ſervice, on account of her 
behaviour, as aforeſaid, and bad character, 
ſhe left her ſaid place, having been with 


her ſaid miſtreſs four months, from the 


fourth day of June, 1777» a aforeſaid.

SAMUEL STRANSHAM, Eſq. a 
Captain in the firſt diviſion of marines, 
and reſiding in Five Bell Lane, in Rocheſ-

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three years, a witneſs produced and ſworn, 
faith, that, on or about the twenty- ſecond 
of May, 1774, the deponent left England, 
and went to America, and in or about 
July, 1777, he returned again to England: 
that he well knows John Burt, Eſq. the 
producent in this cauſe, and alſo Harriet 
Burt, his wife, party in this cauſe, and 
came to know them two years next before 
the deponent went to America; they then 
living and cohabiting together at Rocheſter 


in Kent, as lawful huſband and wife ; and 


the deponent was at that time quartered at 


Rocheſter : and the ſaid John Burr, Eſq. 


then was, and {till is a captain in the firſt 
diviſion of marines; of which diviſion the 
deponent was at that time only a lieute- 
nant: that the deponent knew the ſaid 
Captain Burt, and his ſaid wife for about 
two years at Rocheſter; to wit, from about 
the year 1772 to about the year 17743 
and they appeared to live then happily | 
together : and, as far as the deponent 
knows, the ſaid Captain Burt (who is as 
good a ſort of a man as any in England) 


always behaved very kindly, and much 


like 
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like a gentleman to his ſaid wife: and the 
deponent further faith, that on his return 
to England in July, 1777, as aforefaid, 
the ſaid Captain Burt was not then in 
England, but was abroad in the Mediter- 
ranean, on duty, on board the Medway, 
as the deponent verily believes; and did 
not return home, as the deponent beſt 
recollects, till ſome time in March laſt, 
1778, and as the deponent underſtood 
and believes, the ſaid Harriet Burt, during

The Depoſition of Hannah Lade. 


HANNAH LADE, of the Strand, in 
the pariſh of St. Clement's Danes, in the 
county of Middleſex, ſpinſter, aged twen- 
ty-one years and upwards, a witneſs pro- 
duced and ſworn, faith, that ſhe very well 
knows Harriet Burt, party in this cauſe, 
and hath fo known her ever ſince the month 
of April, 1776, when the faid Harriet 
Burt refided in St. Alphage Lane, in the 
city of Canterbury : that this deponent 
alſo, at that time, lived in the ſaid city, 
and carried on the buſineſs of a milliner 
with the deponent's fiſter, and uſed fre- 
quently to go and work at the houſe of 
Mrs. Burt, and uſed, at thoſe times, to 
fit by way of company with her, and 
thereby 
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thereby became rather intimate with her: 
that the ſaid Mrs. Burt, at ſeveral different 
times, hath confeſſed and owned to this 
deponent, that ſhe carried on a criminal 
correſpondence and connection with divers 
ſtrange men; and when this deponent 
hath been with her in the parlour, ſhe 
hath frequently quitted the ſame and gone 
up ſtairs, and ſtaid ſome time; and after- 
wards told this deponent that ſhe had, at 
ſach times, had criminal connections: and 
particularly this deponent remembers that, 
on a day, happening in the month of 
February, 1777, this deponent being at 
work with the ſaid Mrs, Burt in the dreſ- 
ſing- room, Mrs. Burt was called down 
into the parlour, and ſtaid away from the 
deponent near three hours; that this de- 
ponent did not at that time ſee any man, 
but when the ſaid Harriet Burt returned, 
ſhe told this deponent ſhe had then been 
with Captain Barlow; and then confeſſed 
that ſhe had been committing adultery 
with Captain Barlow in the ſaid parlour ; 
and ſaid it was of no conſequence, as her 
huſband was abſent: and this deponent 

further 
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further ſaith, that ſhe hath been very fre- 
quently informed by the ſervants of the 
ſaid Mrs. Burt, that ſhe, the ſaid Harriet 
Burt, was ſeveral times (when the depo- 
nent was abſent) locked up in the dining- 
room with different ſtrange men, and this 
deponent uſed to acquaint Mrs. Burt of 
what ſhe was ſo informed, and expoſtulated 
with her thereon; and Mrs. Burt uſed at 
ſuch times to confeſs the ſame to this de- 
ponent: and this deponent further ſaith, 
that ſome time in Auguſt, 1777, Mrs, 
Burt informed and confeſſed to the depo- 
nent, that a few nights before ſhe had 
been at the play with one Mr. Luttrell; 

and after the play was over ſhe walked 
with him about the town, and was met 
by a friend of Mr, Luttrell's, who lent 
them the key of his lodging, and they 
went to the ſaid lodging, and locked them- 
ſelves up together in the bed-chamber for 
above an hour, and that ſhe (Mrs. Burt) 
at that time committed adultery with the 
taid Mr. Luttrell : and the deponent doth 
FEruly believe the ſaid Harriet Burt (from 


What 
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what ſhe hath ſeen and heard) to be of a 
yery luſtful and lewd diſpoſition. 

This deponent alſo faith, that about 
ſeven o'clock in the evening of Maundy- 
Thurſday, in the year 1777, ſhe called at 
Mrs. Burt's houſe in Chriſt Church Yard, 
and ſhe was then informed by the ſervant, 
that Captain Barlow was in the parlout 
with Mrs. Burt ; whereupon this deponent 
did not go in; but went away, and called 
again the next morning, and was then _ 
formed by the ſervant that ſhe had ſeen 
Mrs. Burt, the preceding evening, laying 
on her back on chairs, with her petticoats 
and ſhift up, and Captain Barlow with 
her in the act of carnal copulation : that 
this deponent informed Mrs. Burt of what 
the ſervant had ſaid, to which ſhe replied, 
© It is very true, it is a folly; but I can t 
« help it.“ 

She further ſays, that ſhe well knows 
Mrs. Burt was, at different times, viſited 
by different ſtrange men, during the ab- 
ſence of her huſband ; and ſhe hath ſeve- 
ral times confeſſed the ſame to this depo- 
nent: and this deponent particularly re- 
. members, 
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members, in the month of December laſt, 
to have ſeen Captain Bathurſt, Mr. Pain, 
Mr. Pennyman, Mr. Ladd, and ſeveral 
other gentleman of Canterbury, at diffe- 
rent times, go into Mrs, Burt's houſe late 
at night, after this deponent and her ſiſter 
had quitted the ſame: and this deponent 
doth verily and in her conſcience believe, 
that ſuch men, at ſuch times, had the 
carnal uſe and knowledge of the body of 
the ſaid Mrs. Burt: this deponent alſo 
ſaith, ſhe doth verily believe that Mrs. 
Burt had, at ſuch time, contracted the 
venereal diſeaſe, by reaſon that this depo- 
nent hath ſeen her take powders and pills, 
which came to her from London, and were 
wrapped up in printed directions, for the 
manner in which they were to be taken; 
and which directions this deponent read, 
and the ſaid papers and pills were therein 
ſtated to be a cure for the venereal diſeaſe,

Upon hearing the depoſitions of the 
witneſſes in this cauſe, a final ſentence or 


decree was promulged to the following 
effet, viz. that Harriet Burt, after the 
 folemnization and conſummation of the 
marriage, &c. did, in the years and months 
libellate, commit the crime of adultery 
with John Barlow, Eſq. and did thereby 
violate her conjugal duty, &c. her huſ- 
band, John Burt, Eſq. is therefore di- 
vorced from bed, board, and mutual co- 
habitation with the ſaid Harriet Burt, his 
wife, by reaſon of adultery, &c. 
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
